By ROY ESSOYAN 
SHANGHAI, Dec. 4 (AP)—More 
than 3200 Chinese were estimated 
dead or missing tonight in the ex- 
plosion of an overcrowded refugee 
ship in the Yangtze estuary.

Picks Howarth as‘ Aid. 

Nelson O. Howarth, attorney 
and vice-president of the Good 
Government League, who led a 
movement earlier this fall for a 
special prosecutor to direct an in- 
vestigation by the September term 
grand jury of gambling, vice and 
official corruption, will be an as- 
sistant state’s attorney, Coutra- 
kon announced. 

Referring to the grand jury’s 
recommendations that gamblers 
be prosecuted immediately, Cout- 
rakon asserted he would study 
evidence presented to the jury and 
institute criminal actions if the 
evidence proved sufficient to sus- 
tain convictions. 

Howarth had filed a petition for 
a special prosecutor, signed by 374 
citizens, following disclosures by 
the Post-Dispatch of widespread 
violations. The petition was de- 
nied in circuit court, but the Sep- 
tember term grand jury did con- 
duct an investigation, by order of 
the court and under direction of 
State’s Attorney John W. Curren 
and Oliver H. Bovik of Chicago, a 
special assistant to Attorney Gen- 
eral George F. Barrett. 

The grand jury returned no in- 
dictments, although finding that 
commercialized gambling and pros- 
titution had been prevalent for 
many years. Leading citizens char- 
acterized the jury’s report as a 
“whitewash.” | 

Howarth declared the. grand 
jury, in effect, had “indicted Mr. 
Curren and our other law enforce- 
ment officers before the bar of 
public opinion; and if the gamblers, 
who have been quietly waiting, 
start up again we will resume our 
fight because we know that their 
open existence means corruption 
in public office.”

Funds to Draft Riverfront Plans 


Says City Is Ready to 
Make Available $5,250,- 
000 in Bonds for Work 


on Memorial Project. 


A federal appropriation for the 
immediate preparation of plans 
and specifications for the develop- 
ment of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial area on the 
riverfront was requested yester- 
day by Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
in a letter to President ‘Truman, 

The Mayor asked that the plans 
be madeé so that construction in 
the area can be started “as soon 
as building and general economic 
conditions warrant.” 


Reviewing the history of the 
memorial area, the Mayor said 
that the city and Federal] Govern- 
ment undertook jointly to finance 
the development of a national 
park on the site, but that the out- 
break of the war brought a ces- 
sation of these activities. 


Cites Reconversion Progress. 


Three years after the end of the | 


war, the Mayor said, reconversion 
from a wartime to a peacetime 
economy is being accomplished 
and a return to normal conditions 
is now in sight. Development of 
the park site should be resumed 
in the near future, he said, so 
that “this unsightly tract on the 
city’s very front door may be 
transformed into the great na- 
tional park that was originally 
envisioned.” 

The Mayor asked the President 
specifically to include in the next 
budget request an item “to re- 
vive” the riverfront park devel-

President Corrects ‘Some 
Smart Aleck’s’ State- 
ment, Declares Battle- 
ship Will Stay in Serv- 
ice.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec, 4—The 


presentation of a silver service-by 
the State of Missouri to its name- 


sake, the battleship Missouri, in 
a ceremony without precedent in 
the records of the Wnited States 
Navy, was seized on this afternoon 
by President Truman to an- 
nounce that the “Mighty Mo” will 
remain in-commission. The other 
15 of the country’s 16 top: battle- 
wagons, including its sister ship, 
Iowa, have already .been retired 


from active service. 
According to admirals, it was 


the United States had ever at- 
tended this particular rite, which 
was glorified by all the honors 
due to the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Armed Forces, including 
salutes of 21 guns at his arrival 
and departure, 

As he was about to leave the 
deck where World War II was 
ended by the unconditional sur- 
render of Japan, President Tru- 
man gathered reporters about 
him to deliver a passage which 
he had _ inadvertently omitted 
from his formal remarks. With 
obvious indignation he spoke as 
follows: 

“I want to make a statement. 
Some smart aleck who poses as a 
spokesman for the Navy has said 
that the Missouri is to be taken 
out of commission.’ It is not go- 
ing to be taken out of commis- 
sion. I want to make that as 
emphatic as I can. I am speak- 


| States.” 
| Spoke at Ship’s Christening. 
| ‘The Missouri has become known 
as “the President’s ship.” When 
it was launched at the Brooklyn 
‘Navy Yard on Jan. 29, 1944, it 
was christened by his daughter, 
Miss Mary Margaret Truman. The 
orator of the occasion was Sena- 
tor Truman, as he then was. As 
President, he chose the Missouri 
for the site of Japan’s surrender. 
He picked it as the vehicle on 
which he traveled to the Pan- 
American conference at Rio de 
Janeiro, And today he snatched it 
from the fate which has engulfed 
all of the nation’s other battle- 
ships, which are held to have been 
made obsolete by recent develop- 
ments in aerial and submarine 
warfare, 

In his moving address accepting 
the silver service, Capt. James 
H. Thach Jr., commander of the 
Misouri, gave reasons other than 
personal ones for the President’s 
partiality. The Missouri, said Capt. 
Thach, was “a ship of destiny” 
when she was launched, and “has 
now become a national shrine,” 
frequented each year by thousands 
of. pilgrims, in foreign as well 
fas domestic ports. He pictured 
them ag standing on its historic 
deck “with proud heads and pray- 
ers on their lips.” 

“It ig a very special ship, named 
for a very special state,” Capt, 
Thach concluded.

They estimated that actually it 
had carried as many as 4250, half 
of whom had boarded without 
tickets. 

This was admittedly only a 
guess, but officials said on many 
recent trips since the Communist 
‘invasion scare began, more than 
4000 persons had _  clambered 
aboard. 

They conservatively estimated 
3000 missing plus 200 bodies re- 
covered. 

No non-Chinese were known to 
have been aboard.

AIR LIFT TO BERLIN 

COST TO AIR FORCE 
PUT AT $75,029,700 

Figure Apparently Does Not 


Include Army Expenditures 
for Supporting Service. 


SAN BERNADINO, Calif., Dec. 
4 (AP)—The Berlin air lift cost 
the Air Force $73,029,700 for a lit- 
tle over five months of operation, 
Eugene M. Zuckert, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Air, said tonight. 

A breakdown on this cost figure 
contained no reference to the cost 
of food and other supplies sent 
to Berlin. The figure thus ap- 
peared to represent the over-all 
cost to the Air Force, but not the 
grand total including Army out- 
lay for supporting service and for 
the supplies themselves. 

Zuckert used the statistics in an 
address prepared for a ceremony 
of presenting certificates ef merit 
to leaders of the West Coast avia- 
tion industry. 

The cost estimate covered the 
period between the start of the 
air lift June 26 and Nov. 30, dur- 
ing which 421,460 tons were deliv- 
ered to Berlin. Zuckert said the 
total cost was divided as follows: 

Operating cost, including pay of 
crews and base personnel in Eu- 
rope, fuel, subsistence and cloth- 
ing, $18,232,800; support, including 
repair and maintenance of planes,

THREE U.S. AIRMEN KILLED 
IN BERLIN AIR LIFT CRASH

BERLIN, Dec. 5 (Sunday) (AP) 
—United States Air Force head- 
quarters announced today an 
American C-54 air lift plane 
crashed at Fassberg in the British 
zone of Germany, killing all three 
crewmen. 

The four-engine Skymaster 
crashed two miles from the air- 
field at Fassberg shortly after 
taking off. The cause of the 
crash was not immediately estab- 
lished. An investigation has been 
ordered, Air Force headquarters 
said. 

The names of the victims were 
withheld pending notification of 
next of kin. 

The accident brought to 16 the 
number of Americans killed in 
the British-American airlift opera- 
tion.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
An earthquake centering in iso- 
lated hills a hundred miles east 
of here damaged windows and 
sent hundreds of persons rushing 
into the streets today but there 
were no reports of injuries or 


San Bernardino moun- 
tains north of Banning, it caused 
landslides and broke pavement on 
a road leading to the Morongo 


In the winter resort town of 
Palm Springs, some 20 miles to 
the south, the rear end of a fur- 
niture store collapsed, plate glass

The disastrous 
Long Beach quake of 1933 was 6%

its hearings concerning a prewar 
Communist spy ring, on the basis 
of new evidence found hidden in 
a pumpkin. The hearings will 
begin Tuesday afternoon. 


The committee said it now 
knows who slipped out the na- 
tional secrets which were found 
recorded on microfilm in a hol- 
lowed-out pumpkin on the Mary- 
land farm of an admitted former 
Communist courier. 

Evidence identifying the person 
who took the documents will be 
brought out at the hearings, Rob- 
ert E. Stripling, the committee’s 
chief investigator, promised. 

(The United Press said tonight 
that soon after Justice Depart- 
ment officials examined the micro- 
film, the department ordered its 
special New York espionage grand 
jury to resume its investigations 
at 10 a.m. Monday. The grandad 
jury presumably will hear the 
new evidence. It was understood 
that Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark ordered the grand jury 
back into action.) 

“Important” New Documents. 

Before announcing reopening of 
the investigation, which produced 
sensational evidence last summer, 
Stripling said that some “very im- 
portant” new documents had been 
turned up. 

He said these were in addition 
to the microfilmed copies of se- 
cret government material—chiefly 
from the State Department— 
which were found Thursday in a 
pumpkin on Whittaker Cham- 
bers’s farm near Westminster, 
Md. Chambers has testified that 
he was a prewar member of the 
Communist underground, but since 
has renounced Communism. at 
Present he is a senior editor of 
Time magazine. 

Stripling said Chambers would 
be one of the witnesses at the 
new series of hearings. Subpenas 
have been issued for the appear- 
ance of other witnesses, including 
some handwriting experts. 

Studying New Evidence. 

The committee gave permission 
to two federal law enforcement 
agents to study the new  docu- 
mentary evidence, including en- 
larged prints of the microfilmed 
documents found on Chambers’s 
farm. George Morris Fay, United 
States attorney for the District 
of Columbia, and R. P, Wharty, 
of the Department of Justice's 
criminal division, were authorized 
to look them over. 

Stripling made it clear that the 
No. 1 aim of the committee would 
be to present evidence showing 
who gave the secrets to Chambers, 
— said he quit the Reds in 


Stripling told reporters: 

“The purpose is to bring to a 
conclusion the hearings the com- 
mittee has had in progress several 
months on the Hiss- Chambers 
matters and en espionage in the 
Federal government.” 

The man named Hiss to whom 
he referred is Alger Hiss, former 
State Department official who 
now is president of the Carnegie 
Endowment for World Peace. 

Hiss Accused by Chambers. 

In last. summer’s hearings, 
Chambers swore that Hiss was a 
prewar member of a “Communist 
apparatus” which operated in 
Washington. Hiss said Chambers 
lied. Chambers, however, repeated 
his accusation in a radio broad- 
cast, where he did not have the 
immunity granted witnesses in 
Congressional hearings, and Hiss 
sued him for $75,000 damages. The 
suit is pending in Baltimore dis- 
trict ceurt. 

Stripling said the committee has 
served a subpena on Richard F. 
Cleveland of Baltimore, Chambers’ 
lawyer, calling on him to produce 
certain documents and sworn 
statements taken in connection 
with the libel action. 

Representative Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, now at his home, 
undertook to round up the mem- 
bers of the committee for the new 
hearings. The time element is im- 
portant to Mundt; he takes office 
as a member of the Senate next 


month, 

Mundt, acting chairman, said 
he had been informed at least 
four members of the committee in 
addition to himself would be pres- 
ent for Tuesday’s hearing. The 
others are Representatives Hebert 
(Dem.), Louisiana; McDowell

COTTER, Ark., Dec. 4 (AP)— 
The superintendent of the Bull 
Shoals dam construction project 
on White river near here said 
“possibly 30 per cent” of the 
workers remained off the job to- 
day. 
Supt. M. H. Slocum of the 
Ozark Dam Construction said, 
however, that the walkout which 
began yesterday has not appre- 
ciably slowed work on the dam. 
Guy Brown, representative of 
the Fort Smith AFL Plumbers 
and Steam Fitters Local No. 29, 
one of the unions involved, said 
more than 525 men had signed a 
roster seeking an opportunity to 
sit down with the contractors and 
negotiate for. a contract ‘which 
will assure a living wage.” 
Brown said all laborers and 
skilled tradesmen on the govern- 
ment project are “badly under- 
paid.”

1050-Mile Shoreline.

Drain area of the White 
river basin above this dam is 6036 
square miles.

If concrete is 
too hot when poured, it will crack 
as it cools. This way, even in 
midsummer, the rock goes into the 
mix around 50 degrees, instead of 
at air temperature.

69 Years Old. 

Congressman Cannon is 69 years 
old. There is no way of knowing 
how long he may desire to con- 
tinue in office, but if the future is 
to be judged by the, past he can 
stay as long as he wants. The late 
Congressman C. C. Dickinson of 
the Sixth District was 83 years old 
when he ran for re-election the 
last time in 1932. 

Cannon is a versatile person. He 
is a lawyer and a farmer. Back 
in the early 1900’s he was profes- 
sor of history in Stephens College, 
Columbia. His district being al- 
most entirely agricultural, he has 
given particular attention in Con- 
gress to legislation the farmers 
wanted. As Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee he had a 
leading part in controlling appro- 
priations through the war years. 

He is a recognized authority on 
parliamentary law, having served 
as parliamentarian of the House 
before he became a member, both 
during Democratic and Republican 
administrations. He is the author 
of several authoritative parliamen- 
tary manuals.

“Many tuberculars 
must be denied admittance and 
are forced to stay home or go to 
City Hospital or Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital,” he said. 

There is a shartage of 16 gradu- 
ate nurses at City Hospital at this 
time and a shortage of 31 at Ho- 
mer G. Phillips Hospital, Caulfield 
added. 

“If Mr. Schoenbeck, his associ- 
ates or assistants can show us 
where we can dispense with help 
in our hospitals and other institu- 
tions, we shall be eternally grate- 
ful,” Caulfield said. “Up to now,

It was all 
cleared up in seven days, a rec- 
ord, My wife is now classified as 
a permanent resident alien and 
after two years, she can apply for 
citizenship.”

A sensitive artistry enabled her 
to make an effective showing 
with Mozart’s “Deh Viene” from 
“The Marriage of Figaro.” The 
line was long and delicately shad- 
ed. “Apres un Reve” by Faure was 
also good though not quite so 
true to the character of the music; 
“Nebbie” by Respihgi was sung 
warmly and with a rounded ef- 
fect. To these’ she added two 
Italian folk songs. ‘Miss Quarta- 
taro’s dark beauty and striking 
'green costume were gratifying 
| Visual embellishments of her per- 
| formance. 


Mr. Golschmann started his pro- 
gram with Vitali’s “Chaconne,” 
which was added at the last mo- 
ment, The main orchestral num- 
ber was Mozart’s “Haffner” 
Symphony which seemed to have 
been affected somewhat by the 
unsettling events of the evening 
since it was played brilliantly at 
times but with hurried tempos 
and faulty articulation at others. 
Complete assurance, however, was 
evident in three’ excerpts from 
“The Damnation of Faust” by 
Berlioz. “The Waltz of the Sylphs” 
was executed with a refined lilting 
grace; the “Dance of the Sylphs” 
had an airy brilliance and the 
“Racocszy March” was massive 
and sweeping in its effects, 

The program was rounded out 
with a somewhat too lusty de- 
livery of Ravel’s “Alborodo del 
Gracioso” and “The Dance of the 
Seven Veils” from Richard 
Strauss’s “Salome.” Norman Herz- 
berg, the solo bassoon, was im- 
pressive in his solo part in the 
Ravel composition.

Shows Belief Federal 
Government Should 


‘Stay in Its Place.’ 


DETROIT, Dec. 4 (AP)—Sena- 
tor Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, today 
proposed a congressional commis- 
sion to study the status of the 
American federal system. 

“Are we faced! with an irre- 
sistible rush to centralization— 
then state Socialism—then dicta- 
torship?” he asked. “I feel reso- 
lutely it is time to find out—if 
We can.” 

Bricker appeared -in a four-man 
panel discussion of the federal 
system at the closing session of 
the General Assembly of the 
States. 

Consensus of the panel was that 
failure of states to perform their 
functions has contributed to the 
steady growth of the — gov- 
ernment, 

Bricker’s View. 

Bricker maintained that “we are 
in no sense preserving our federal 
system. Quite the contrary is true. 
If we have not already, we are 
rushing headlong toward its total 
abandonment.”

Federal authority has been a 
major topic of the three-day meet- 
ing of state officials. 

The tenor of the conference has 
revealed a sentiment that Federal 
Government should “stay in its 
place.” 

Regional Agreements Suggested. 

Among suggestions to curb cen- 
tralization of government was the 
proposed increase of regional 
agreements among states. Gov. 
Millard F. Caldwell of Florida hit 
hard on this idea yesterday. 

“There is a vast no man’s land 
between state and federal govern- 
ments,” Caldwell said. “It will 
be taken over by the Fedéral Gov- 
ernment if the states don’t do 
something co-operatively about it.” 

Caldwell explained the South's 
plans for regional education as 2 
prime example of interstate ac- 
tion. 

No southern state can afford to 
build specialized schools single- 
handed, he said, but, working to- 
gether, the states can develop great 
institutions. 

Predicts Influx From North. 

Caldwell predicted a great in- 
flux of young men from the North 
into Southern schools as a result 
of the interstate education move- 
ment. 

“They'll be among the best in 
the world,” he said of the schools. 

He said whites would get first 
attention but that Negroes would 
not be neglected. 

“We want to train the Negroes,” 
he said. “We want them in our 
society. I can’t say as much for 
some other sections of the coun- 
try.” 

Caldwell maintained, however, 
that so long as segregated schools 
were legal they would be con- 
tinued. He said Negroes would be

Richard T. Carter, newly elected 
Democratic State's Attorney of 
St. Clair county, received his com- 
mission from the 
State at Springfield yesterday, but 
there was still some doubt he could 
legally take office tomorrow. 

Through “a slip of memory,” 
Carter was three days late in 
posting his $5000 surety bond and 


taking his oath of office. As a re- 
sult, Republican officials at Belle- 
ville held up forwarding the bond 
to Springfield until Friday, and 
asked the Attorney General's of- 
fice for a ruling on whether Car- 
ter could legally take office. Illi- 
nois statutes provide that a new 
State’s Attorney must qualify 
within 20 days after receiving no- 
tice of his election, under penalty 
of having the office declared va- 
cant. 

Attorney General George F., Bar- 
rett announced yesterday he was 
studying the case and would issue 
an opinion tomorrow. Barrett's 
opinion will be in atreply to 
County Clerk George Renner Jr. 
of Belleville, who requested the 
ruling. 

Carter, a young East St. Louis 
lawyer, defeated Curt C. Lindauer, 
a veteran Republican, by more 
than two to one in the Nov. 2 elec- 
tion. After receiving formal notice 
of his election from Renner Nov. 
6, Carter resigned as a member of 
the East St. Louis City Council 
preparaiuiy to succeeding Louis P. 
Zerweck as State’s Attorney. He 
failed, however, to furnish bond 
and take the oath until last Mon- 
day, 23 days after he had received 
notice of his election. 

Renner held up forwarding the 
bond, which has been approved by 
County Judge C. C. Dreman. Car- 
ter sought unsuccessfully to take 
the bond to Springfield personally. 
He went to the capital Friday 
night and obtained his commission 
from the chief index clerk yester- 
day at noon.

TWO CAPONE MEN ORDERED 
RELEASED FROM U.S. PRISON 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 4—Louis 
Campagna and Charles (Cherry 
Nose) Gioe, former Capone gang- 
sters, returned to the federal peni- 
tentiary here last July as parole 
violators, were ordered released by 
United States District Judge Mar- 
vin Underwood, who granted de- 
fense motions for writs of habeas 
corpus today. The gangsters must 
remain in custody at least 15 days 
longer, Judge Underwood stated, 
to give the Government an oppor- 
tunity to appeal from the ruling. 
Campagna, Gioe and two other 
Capone men, Paul Ricca and Phil- | 
ip D’Andrea, were convicted at 
New York in 1943 of attempting 
to extort more than $1,000,000 from 
the movie industry. The four were 
paroled in August, 1947, and the 
paroles were the subject of inves- 
tigations by a grand jury at Chi- 
cago and a congressional commit- 
tee at’ Washington.

PRESSMEN’S HOME, Tenn., 
Dec. 4—George Leonard Berry, 
president for 41 years of the AFL 
International Printing Pressmen 
& Assistants’ Union and a former 
United States Senator, died today. 
He was 65 years old and had been 
in declining health for several 
years, 

A powerful figure in the Demo- 
cratic party, he came within three 
votes of getting the nomination 
for Vice President in 1924. Four 
years later, he recalled in his 
autobiography, he declined to have 
his name submitted for the vice- 
presidential nomination but served 
the party in other capacities. 

Last Feb. .12, he paid a $10,000 
fine for income tax evasion, He 
received a suspended sentence of a 
year and a day in prison on his 
plea of no contest to charges of 
evading $2587 in income taxes for 
1939. He said he paid deficiencies 
for 1940 and 1941 and indictments 
for evading taxes in those years 
were dismissed. 

Illiterate at 16. 

An orphan when he was 6 years 
old and an illiterate until he was 
16, he rose to millionaire and Sena- 
tor in 1937. In appointing him to 
fill a Senate vacancy, Gov. Gordon 
Browning of Tennessee said Berry 
“has done more to eliminate in- 
dustrial} strife than anyone else in 
America,” adding that “the story 
of his rise to fame under adverse 
circumstances is an inspiration to 
American youth.” 

A man who never went to school 
a day in his life, Berry became 
virtual dictator of the pressmen’s 
union, federal co-ordinator of in- 
dustrial co-operation, chairman of 
Labor’s Non-Partisan League 
(now out of existence), owner of 
a 23,000-acre farm, owner of one 
of the largest color-printing plants 
in the country (International 
Playing Card & Label Co.), owner 
of a rural newspaper, part owner 
of a Nashville paper and prin- 
cipal owner of a country bank. 

He was assistant administrator 
of the National Recovery Admin- 
istration and served also as @ 
member of President Roosevelt's 
allotment board which allocated 
a $4,800,000,000 public works fund. 
He was a member of the Social 
Security Board that formulated 
the law on old-age pensions, un- 
employment insurance and child 
welfare, and a member of the 
first National Labor Board. 

Declined $11,000 Pay Rise. 

As president of the union, his 
salary was $9000 a year and $9 a 
day for expenses. Three months 
ago, he declined an $11,000 in- 
crease in salary. 

Without opposition, he was re- 
elected head of the union last 
January for another four-year 
term. In May, he announced a 
five-year agreement to eliminate 
strikes and lockouts in most of 
the commercial printing industry. 
All disputes were to be decided 
by arbitration, it was agreed. 

A three-member federal com- 
mission ruled in 1998 that the 
marble properties of Berry, then 
a Senator, and his associates in 
the Norris Dam area were “com- 
mercially worthless.” Berry and 
his associates had alleged their 
property, submerged by building 
of the dam as part of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority program, 
was worth more than $5,000,000. 

A. E. Morgan, then chairman of 
TVA, testified he thought Berry 
and his associates bought mineral 
and marble leases in the area with 
“intent to defraud the Govern- 
ment.” 

The celebrated Berry marble, 
case led to a spectacular row in 
the TVA administration and the 
removal of Morgan by President 
Roosevelt. 

Father Killed From Ambush. 

Born in Hawkins county, Ten- 
nessee, young Berry was an or- 
phan shortly after his sixth birth- 
day. His mother died when he 
was very young and his father, an 
acting deputy United States mar- 
shal, was killed from ambush in 
an area infested with moon- 
shiners. 

The boy was sent to live with 
an aunt in Des Moines, Ia., then 
was placed in a Baptist school at 
Aurora, Ill. From there he was 
sent to a planter near Jackson, 
Miss., for adoption. 

Instead, he ran away and be- 
came a newsboy and roustabout 
for the Jackson Daily News. For 
five years, he said, he lived in the 
pressroom, cooking his meals and 
sleeping there, while he learned 
his trade. 

From Jackson, he went to St. 
Louis as an assistant pressman at 
17 and joined the Press Assistants’ 
Union. Then he drifted to Oma- 
ha, Denver and the Nevada gold 
fields. 

At 21 he was in San Francisco 
working for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad’s Sunset Magazine. There 
he married the daughter of an 
Alsatian wine grower, Marie 
Geheres. In 1907, when he was 25, 
he was elected president of the 
pressmen’s union and kept control 
ever since, despite protests of sev-\ 
eral local dissenting minorities. 

Attracted Gompers’ Attention. 

As president of the union, he 
attracted. the attention of the late 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. By 
1912, Berry was a fluent speaker 
and was selected by Gompers to 
go to Europe as American dele- 
gate to. several international la- 
bor con¥rences. 

In 1914 be became a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
governor of Tennessee but was de- 
feated at the convention. 

In World War I Berry was 
commissiéned a major in the 
Corps of Engineers. After the 
armistice he was chosen by Presi- 
dent Wilson as a liaison officer 
with labor groups at the Paris 
conferences. 

Returning to his union, he 
adopted a policy of “no strikes.” 

“We decided many years ago,” 
he related, “that strikes don’t pay. 
We decided to use the strike fund 
to build a pressman’s home in 
— for our members.” 

Built Orphans’ Home. 

He bought an old recreational 
resort. and, with the union funds, 
built an orphans’ home, appren- 
tice school, tuberculosis sanitari- 
um and home for the aged in “our 
happy valley.” 

Berry came into national prom- 
inence in 1923 when a New York 
local of the =pressman’s union 
called an unauthorized strike in 
Metropolitan newspaper plants. 
Berry revoked the charter of the 
local and, after threatening to

THREE MISSOURI BASI 
ISSUES CITED BY SLOAN 


Problems Must Be Solved Be- 
fore Project Is Begun, 
He Says. 


MINOT, N.D., Dec. -4.(AP)— 
W. G. Sloan, co-author of the Pick- 
Sloan plan for development of the 
Missouri river, says that. three 
problems must be solved by people 
living on the proposed Missouri- 
Souris irrigation project before 
construction can begin. 

Addressing the annual Associa- 
tion of Commerce dinner here last 


“stumbling blocks” in the way of 
successful culmination of the big- 
gest irrigation project yet envis- 
ioned in the United States. 

He listed these, as the problems 
that must be studied and solved: 

1. Finding a way to start con- 
struction on the project without 
.the necessity of forming irrga- 
tion districts. 

2. Determining whether a law 
passed in 1902 limiting the size 
of farm units on irrigation pro- 
jects was feasible for this pro- 
ject, and if not, developing a 
solution to a more workable ar- 
rangement. 

3. Finding a way to sell the 
people of the nation and Con- 
gress on the conception the 
Missouri basin program should 
be weighed as an entire unit, 
not breaking it down into the 
various small projects that make 
up the whole. Some of them 
are not economically feasible 
when they stand alone, Sloan 
said, but as part of the whole 
project they are necessary. 


The Missouri-Souris water di- 
version was one of the Bureau of 
Reclamation features in the Pick- 
Sloan plan, which now is being 
carried out under the aegis of the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee. This large-scale scheme 
would take water from the Mis- 
souri river in Montana, just be- 
low Fort Peck dam, and pump 
it over a divide out of the Mis- 
souri basin into the basin of the 
Red River of the. North. The wa- 
ter, traveling Several hundred 
miles, would supply irrigation pur- 
poses, Meet a pressing demand for 
water for consumptive purposes in 
northeastern North Dakita and 
a western fringe of Minnesota, and 
restore the level of seriously 
shrunken Devils Lake. 


ANTI-RED HEADS OE LOCAL 
AT SCHENECTADY G-E, PLANT 


SCHENECTADY, N.Y., Dec. 4 
(AP) — Frank Kriss, who cam- 
paigned on an anti-Communist 
platform, was elected president of 
Local 301 of the CIO United Elec- 
trical Workers yesterday. Kriss, 
a member of the local’s executive 
board, polled 3396 votes in the an- 
nual election. Andrew Peterson, 
president of the local for several 
years, received 3006, and Stanley 
Fisher got 217. 

Local 301, which claims 15,000 
members, represents the employes 
of the General Electric Co.'s Sche- 
nectady plant. Leo Jandreau, who 
ran with Peterson on the so-called 
administration ticket, was re- 
elected as business agent of the 
local. 

At a hearing held here by a 
House labor subcommittee investi- 
gating Communist influence in 
labor unions, both Peterson and 
Jandreau refused to say whether 
or not they were members of the 
Communist party. At that hearing, 
early in October, witnesses testi- 
fied that the local was Communist 
controlled. 

Kriss campaigned on a platform 
to draw the local’s policies into 
accord with those of the national 
CIO, destroy Communist influence 
in the local and to strengthen pro- 
visions in the union’s contract 
with G.E., particularly in regard 
to seniority rights.

“We are 
still investigating,” he said. 

Asked if Mallard’s widow would 
be brought to Lyons to swear out 
warrants, in the event of arrests, 
Gray said “yes, probably Mon- 
day.” : 

The rumors were circulated 
after an Ohio businessman, Jo- 
seéph M. Goldwasser, produced a 
statement from Mallard’s widow 
naming two men as the killers. 
This statement was forwarded to 
Superior Court Judge Robert H. 
Humphrey of Toombs county by- 
Gov. Herman Talmadge. The 
judge then called a special ses- 
sion of the Toombs county grand 
jury for 10 a.m, Friday to investi- 
gate the murder. 

The sheriff’s office re-arrested 
two cousins of Mallard, 18 and 
13 years old, who witnessed his 
murder.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 4 (UP)--An inspired University of Southern 
California football team snapped Notre Dame’s winning streak at 21 
games today by holding the vaunted Irish to a 14-14 tie in one of the 


great upsets of the year. 


A delirious crowd of 100,571 fans 
in Memorial Coliseum saw both 
teams score in the final two and 
one-half minutes of play. And 
Notre Dame could thank its lucky 
stars for a pass-interference pen- 
alty in the end zone for setting 
up its tying touchdown 35 seconds 
before the game ended. 

Ten minutes after the gun 
sounded, while the last of the rec- 
ord crowd was still filing out of 
the Coliseum, it was shaken by 
Southern California’s strongest 
earthquake in years. The solidly- 
built bowl absorbed some of the 
shock, however, and police doubted 
that there would have been any 
panic if the quake had been 10 
minutes earlier. 

Halfback Bill Gay was the mir- 
acle man who made an 83-yard 
kickoff return in the closing min- 


| utes and gave the Irish the oppor- 


tunity to keep from being de- 
feated, as they trailed, 7-14. 

The entire Southern California 
team was responsible for the 
Trojans’ magnificent showing, but 
it was sub Quarterback Dean Dill, 
Halfback Jack Kirby and Fullback 
Bill Martin who were responsible 
for the two Trojan touchdowns. 

Two Scores by Martin. 

Dill’s passes to Kirby sent 
Southern California deep into Irish 
territory and Martin rammed over 
both touchdowns, with Dill mak- 
ing the two all-important conver- 
sions.

The new Ambassador in some ways is in 


the same position as Inverchapel. He is 
not a party man although his appointment 


‘itself and his rare speeches in this country 
indicate that he is sympathetic to the Labor

He has two great successes to his credit 
—his phenomenal rise in the British Civil 
Service during the war and his achieve- 
ment in Paris in the summer of 1947, as 
head of the British delegation, in getting 
the 16 free nations of Western Europe to 
work out details for application of the 
Marshall plan for European recovery 
through self help plus American aid. 

Competent experts of several nations have 
asserted that next to Secretary Marshall, Sir 
Oliver did more to formulate the ERP than 
any other person. Besides his leadership 
of the British delegation to the Paris con- 
ference of the 16 nations, he was chairman 


of the conference’s small Executive Com- 


mittee and of the larger Economic Co-ordi- 
nating Committee that was responsible for 
reconciling the often conflicting demands 
of the 16 nations. He also headed the Euro- 
pean team that came to Washington to 
persuade the Americans to accept the con- 
ference’s blueprint. -

his only experience had been his seven 
years of war service, beginning in ‘the Min- 
istry of Supply and ending with his perma- 
nent secretaryship of the combined minis- 
tries of Supply and Aircraft Production, 
one of the highest offices in the British 
Civil Service. .

Until the outbreak of World 
War II, there was little in his career to fore- 
cast that his classical studies would enable 
him to master the realities of governmental 
administration and diplomatic negotiations. 

He was born Feb, 16, 1905, in Bristol, 
the son of the Rev. R. S. Franks, Congrega- 
tional minister and a theologian of more 
than local renown. At the Bristol Grammar 
School he won a classical scholarship to 
Queen’s, the college of Jeremy Bentham and 
Joseph Addison. At Oxford, he won a 
“double first’? in the Humanities, or 
“Greats,” a rigorous course requiring fluent 
Greek and Latin for reading the ancient 
philosophers in their own languages. While 
a student, he was elected president of the 
Junior Common Room, roughly equivalent 
to the presidency of. his class, and, although 
a non-drinker, he became a member of 
the Eaglets, a wine-drinking society. He 
was only 18 when he came to Oxford in 
1923—he was too young for. service in 
World War I—and was quickly nicknamed 
“Father” because of his studious, aloof and 
almost benign nature. 

In 1934, when he was 30 years old, fol- 
lowing k fellowship at Oxford, he went to 
the University of Chicago as a visiting pro- 
fessor for a year. Two years later his scho- 
lastic attainments were recognized by Glas- 
gow University, which elected him to its 
chair of moral philosophy. 

When Hitler started World War II by 
invading Poland, the young philosopher was 
one of the hundreds of university men: called 
into the British Civil Service as “‘principals,” 
a position vaguely between the “policy” and 
the “‘working’”’ levels. He went into the 
Ministry of Supply, a rapidly expanding 
planning and operating agency that held 
virtual life and death powers over both 
military and civilian industries.

In such a vast, rapidly growing agency 
there were at first the inevitable overlap- 
pings of functions, miles of red tape and 
compounded confusions. Herbert Morrison, 
the present Laborite deputy Prime Minister, 
was Minister of Supply and he invited sug- 
gestions for solutions of the persistent and 
ever-increasing problems. Franks was ap- 
pointed to survey there suggestions and re- 
port on needed changes. He was so suc- 
cessful that he was named principal assist- 
ant secretary to Morrison and was given 
special responsibility for labor problems, He 
continued to rise in this agency, to which 
was later added the Ministry of Aircraft 
Production. The end of the war found him 
permanent secretary of the combined minis- 
tries at an annual salary of $14,000, the 
highest in the Civil Service.

The 16 free nations met in Paris last 

year during one of the hottest summers on 
record. Sir Oliver began his working day 
at 9 a.m. by presiding over the daily meet- 
ing of the 40 British delegates. At 10 a.m. 
he would generally be listening to technical 
reports; at 11 he would take the chair at 
the executive committee, and he would 
usually lunch with other delegates or 
journalists. In the afternoon and evening 
there would be further technical discussions, 
more meetings of the executive or full com- 
mittee and often a session of the full con- 
ference. 
_ As the impartial chairman of the confer- 
ence or of an important committee, he be- 
came the advocate of the “15-minute re- 
cess." When it looked as though proceed- 
ings had come to an impasse or if some 
delegate was blocking action by his rhetoric, 
Sir Oliver would propose a “‘breathing spell 
so we can all get some air.” During the 
recess, he could usually be seen in deep con- 
versation with the delegate who had blocked 
action. When the com:nittee or conference 
reassembled, things would go along more 
smoothly. 


Dealing With Russians 
Successful in One Instance. 


While in the Ministry of Supply he had 
used similar tactics in dealing with the 
Russians. During an UNRRA conference at 
Montreal the Russian delegates blocked ac- 
tion by’ their own interpretation of the 


word “priority,” insisting that Soviet Russia 
should have first call on supplies with ‘little 
left for other countries. Franks, to whom 
words are precision tools, undertook to per- 
suade the Russians that they could accept 
the conference agreement on the word 
“priority” without violating their Kremlin

Favors Limit on Spending 


Consistent With Efficiency, 


Eliminating Duplications, and Unnecessary Services — 
If America Goes Socialistic, Former President Says: 
“T’d Like to Make Socialistic Government Efficient.”

WASHINGTON, Dee. 4. 


F all recent Presidents, Harry S. Truman has the greatest and most timely 
(Qepportanity to reorganize the overlapping and overstaffed executive agen- 

cies of the Federal Government. Whether he will make this reorganization a 
major accomplishment of his Administration will depend on the vigor and per- 
sistence he displays in uprooting the vested interests that Congress and the 
agencies themselves have in the present chaotic system. 


His conference this week with former: 


: resident Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
Commission on Organization of the Execu- 
tive Branch of the Government, indicated 
that he is taking a personal interest in 
solving this complicated problem, This 
conference also illustrated how fortunate 
Truman is in having as the head of this 
commission a former President of great 
administrative ability, of comprehensive 
and intimate knowledge of governmental 
practices and of considerable prestige 
throughout the country, particularly among 
opposition party members. 

Three other important factors will aid 
Truman in any serious effort to make the 
federal service more efficient. The first 
is the Democratic Eighty-first Congress, 
where his recommendations should carry 
great weight. The second is the un- 
deniable need to prune the luxuriant 
growth of governmentai agencies that 
sprung up during the 16 years of the 
New Deal, the war and the postwar 
periods. The third is the fact, recog- 
nized by administrative experts if not yet 
by the voters, that federal service must 
offer greater compensations in money, 
prestige and security. 

Former President Hoover told White 
House reporters that if the reorganization 
plans to be submitted by his commission 
were to be put into effect, federal expendi- 
tures could eventually be reduced by three 
billion dollars a year. These plans were 
scheduled to be presented to the new Con- 
gress on Jan, 13 but the commission prob- 
ably will ask for an extension of 30 days. 
Separate reports may be sent even later. 

Although the final recommendations of 
the commission have not been written, the 
Post-Dispatch is able to give a broad gen- 
eral outline of the experts’ findings. The 
final report, or reports, will include drafts 
of proposed legislation so the interested 


“IT talked for many hours with them,” 
he said, “and I came to. realize that they 
were like lawyers, even Byzantine lawyers, 
who have great respect for written text. 
The problem. was to arrive at a mutual 
agreement on the meaning of certain 
words. In this instance it was to con- 
vince them that ‘priority’ connoted a 
series or a sequence.

The Paris Conference produced a 440-page 
report on what the 16 countries needed 
from the United States and each other. The 
two officials most responsible for it were 
Sir Oliver and Herve Alphand of the French 
Foreign Office. Sir Oliver headed the small 
group of European experts that came to 
Washington to reconcile this report with the 
views of the American administration as 
represented by the Harriman Committee, 
Congressmen and various executive agencies. 

The Marshall plan now is in operation 
and some of the European courtries are 
ahead of schedule on their recovery pro- 
grams. As the British Ambassador, Sir 
Oliver will have the task of agreeing to 
modifying of the plan according to changing 
circumstances, including American. public 
opinion. . 

He says that one of his present problems 
is to find the time for all of his various 
tasks. He was slightly annoyed at a society 
gossip columnist’s report that he would 
avoid as many social parties as possible and 
have another official carry out these obli- 
gations. His red-covered diary shows that 
in recent months almost every afternoon 
and evening has been taken up with diplo- 
matic teas and formal dinners. He is a non- 
drinker by choice, not principle, and thus 
avoids some of the dangers of Washington 
entertainments.

“Task Force’ Reports 
Will Be Pieced Together. 


Before the final recommendations can be 
written, these reports will have to be pieced 
together and made to fit in an over-all pic- 
ture. In some instances, like the Govern- 
ment agencies and practices examined, the 
tentative findings overlap. 

The commission and subcommission ap- 
proach fas been non-partisan although 
Hoover’s associates and advisers have been 
mostly Democrats and also often former 
New Dealers. 

Hoover has told friends that at times 
he thinks the United States might go 
socialistic. 

“If it does,” he adds with a smile, ‘I'd 
like to do what we can to make that so- 
cialistic government efficient.” 

During 15 months of study the commis- 
sion’s problem broke down under five head- 
ings: 

1. Limiting expenditures to the lowest 
amount consistent with efficient perform- 


ance of essential services. 


2. Eliminating duplication and overlap- 
ping of services, 

3. Consolidating services of a similar na- 
ture. 

4. Abolishing unnec.ssary services. 

5. Defining and limiting executive func- 
tions, services and activities. 

The fiscal systems of the surveyed execu- 
tive agencies naturally received the greatest 
attention from task, forces because how 
much money available to each, how it is 
spent. and how it is audited largely deter- 
mine the scope of an agency’s operation. 

The public, of course, will be interested 
in how much money can be saved. If billions 
can be lopped off annual federal expendi- 
tures, taxes could be reduced. In the past 
Congress has given lip service to federal 
economy and efficiency but in a showdown 
it refused—except for a brief interval dur- 
ing the Rooseveit Administration—to ap- 
prove plans for any major reorganization. 


$250,000,000 to 300,000,000 annually 
can be saved in other agencies by consoli- 
dated procurement with greatly reduced 
paper work for ordinary items. One sur- 
vey revealed that at present in one agency 
a requisition covering a purchase of a $10 
or less item required an additional “proc- 
essing’ cost to the Government of more 
than $10. The Government annually makes 
3,000,000 purchases of $10 or less. 

Hoover believes that another $250,000- 
000 to $300,000,000 can be saved an- 
nually by a master plan on public works 
and at least another quarter of 2 billion 
dollars by ending the rivalry between and 
the duplication of work by the Army En- 
gineers and the Bureau of Reclamation. 

Asked if this meant that the Hoover 
commission would recommend valley au- 
thorities, such as the MVA, a commis- 
sion member became non-committal, as- 
serting that this problem had not yet 
been solved. He acknowledged, how- 
ever, that the TVA was doing a pretty 
good job. 

By obtaining and keeping more efficient 
government personnel the Hoover commis- 
sion hopes to make a great contribution to 
the federal service and save the taxpayers 
from $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 a year. 


Better Employes Resigning 
To Take Higher Paying Jobs. 


At present there are 2,200,000 employes 
in the executive agencies. The turnover is 
500,000 annually and the commission be- 
lieves reorganization would permit a reduc- 
tion of the total by this number with little 
hardship on anyone, 

The present difficulty is that mgny of 
the better employes are resigning to take 
higher paying and more secure jobs in pri- 
vate industry, while many of the less ef- 
ficient remain on the Government payroll. 

Since 1938, employes getting $5000 a 
year or more have received total wage in- 
creases averaging only 6 per cent. Em- 
ployes getting less than $5000 have been 
given increases amounting to about 60 per 
cent. Most of the higher paid employes live 
in Washington or other large cities where 
the cost of living has sky-rocketed. They 
just can’t afford to stay in government serv- 
ice. 

This governmental penny-pinching on the 
higher bracket jobs has had its influence on 
the lower income groups despite the larger 
percentage increase they have received. A 
bright young government employe earning 
$3000 to $4000 a year is easily tempted by 
private employment when he sees his chief 
getting only $5000 to $10,000 after a life- 
time of government service. Why should 
he stay in the civil service or show great 
ambitions when the rewards for years of 
service are no greater than that? 

An example of how low Government pay 
lowers efficiency was reported by the task 
force that investigated the insurance branch 
of the Veterans’ Administration. . It was 
found that the work load of a VA employe 
was one-fourth that of an employe in an 
average mutual life insurance company. 
Superficially, this seemed to condemn the 
efficiency of the VA agency, but the task 
force chairman, himself a leading insurance 
official, pointed out that the top man in the 
Government insurance agency received only 
$10,000 a year for work commanding from 
$20,000 to $75,000 in insurance companies. 


Under Civil Service 
Misfits May Not Be Fired. 


The Hoover man also reported that the 
VA agency was under civil service and that 
the top government official did not have 
hire and fire privileges comparable to pri- 
vate industry. If there was to be greater 
efficiency, he said, there must be higher pay 
at the top levels and greater discipline 
below. 

This raises the question of the civil 
service, a question found in many task 
force reports. Practically, it boils down 
to the right of a supervisor to fire an in- 
competent or misfit subordinate. If the 
subordinate wants to take the five appeals 
allowed him under civil service laws and 
regulations — at which a supervising of- 
ficer must appear in person and defend 
his action—the practical result is that the 
incompetent and misfit is not fired. 

The Hoover commission has tentatively 
decided to recommend that a supervisor be 


relieved of his present obligation to make 
his charges in writing and appear in person 
at the “‘trial.’”’ Instead, he could make his 
complaint orally to a civil service official 
attached to the agency’s head office who 
would make an investigation of the com- 
plaint. If the complaint appeared justified, 
the offender would be suspended with pay 
until he could appeal, first, to a civil serv- 
ice personnel administrator attached to the 
White House, and if he lost there, until he 
appealed to the president of the Civil Serye 
ice Commission. If he lost in both trials, he 
would be kept on the payroll for three 
months and his name would be sent to a 
government pool, where a civil service per- 
sonnel officer would try to find a govern- 
ment job he could fill. 

By this means, the commission hopes te 
attain some of the discipline of private in- 
dustry while still protecting a civil servant’s 
rights to job security. 


An example of the saving that could be 
made in money and personnel is the Post 
Office Department, which is expected to end 
the current fiscal year on June 30 with a 
deficit of $500,000,000. 

The Hoover task force on this depart- 
‘ment would take the postal service out 
of politics and make it a business organ- 
ization. The estimated saving on this 
would be from $250,000,000 to $300,000,- 
000 a year. 

Under the Hoover plans, the Post Office 
Department would have only two officials 
appointed by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate instead of the thousands now 
going through that political procedure. 
These two officials would be Postmaster 
General, whd would continue to sit in the 
President’s Cabinet, and the postal adminis- 
trator, a business man who would direct the 
actual operations of the complicated service.

Reason for Chiang’s Failure 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is obvious that the regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek is doomed. Previous attempts 
to salvage him by means of American 
military aid have been futile and waste- 
ful ventures. In fact, United States sup- 
port of such an archaic government 
has hastened its destruction by develop- 
ing a corresponding determination to 
resist in the Communist forces of Mao 
Tse-tung. 

We must realize that in China, as in 
any other nation, the problems of re- 
form are endemic ones. All over Asia 
nationalistic forces, precipitated by the 
catalyst of World War II, have arisen. 
It is their desire to change the prewar 
colonial setup and to depose feudal land- 
lords. Agrarian reform has been long 
overdue in China, and the empty 
promises of the Kuomintang can no 
longer be tolerated by the Chinese 
masses, 

As the status quo existed previously, 
the Chinese were victims of political 
and economic bondage. However, with 
land reform actually taking place in 
North China, and an accompanying 
equitable distribution of food, the 
Chinese peasants there are achieving an 
economic security never before attained. 
Chiang’s failure to heed the advice of 
Rousseau— “The strongest is never 
strong enough to be always the master, 
unless he transforms strength into right, 
and obedience into duty”—will cost him 
dearly, and the’ resulting consequences 
will be felt throughout Asia and the rest 
of the world.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
, After reading your provocative edito- 
rials on the proposed construction of 
dams which would inundate some of 
Missouri’s best springs, I talked with a 
number of people on this campus, Some 
of them were students and some were 
faculty members. They all agreed that 
such construction would be a blight upon 
one of our exceptional natural advan- 
tages. 

You have pointed out that the con- 
servation of water, the avowed purpose 
of dams, lies not in impounding the wa- 
ter, but should be effected by proper 
forestation and cultivation practices in 
the drainage areas concerned, That is 
a basically sound argument and any 
counter-proposal will have to consider 
the financial aspects of “natural” as op- 
posed to “artificial” control of water. 

The great springs which are threat- 
ened -will have many champions, but I 
should like to defend those hundreds of 
little springs—McIntosh, McDade, Mint, 
Blue, Roaring, Fox—and dozens more 
like them.

- Jefferson City Omens? 


Missouri’s Democratic. politicians ought to be 
tired of being under suspicion. For years, they 
had to bear the onus of Pendergastism. Then 
came the “governorship steal.” That so enraged 


the voters that Democrats were turned out of 


office in wholesale lots. Now that they are again 
coming into power in the Legislature, they ought 
to be eager to begin with a clean slate. That, 
however, seems not to be the case. 

New suspicions were aroused Thursday when 
the Democratic majority met in caucus in Jef- 
ferson City to organize the lower house, pre- 
liminary to the opening of the legislative séssion 
on Jan. 5. What set the alarm bells ringing 
again was the presence in the caucus chamber 


of Charles Binaggio, Kansas City’s North Side 


political boss, a man whose reputation goes back 
to the bloodiest era of gangsterism. 


Nor were the alarms silenced by the choice of 
Roy Hamlin of Hannibal as the next Speaker 
of the House. Among other things; he was one 
of the leaders of the fight to keep Forrest 
Donnell from taking office, an incident which the 
Democrats should be anxious to bury in deepest 
obscurity. 

There was no excuse whatever for the 
Binaggio appearance.- The man is not a member 
of the House, and he had no right to be present 
at its organization. He said blithely that he 
wanted to introduce some of the new representa- 
tives. That service was quite unnecessary. He 
said, too, that he wanted to make hotel reserva- 
tions for the inaugural of Forrest Smith. Well, 
he will not grace the affair. But even if he is 
to attend, it was not necessary to make a trip to 
Jefferson City for hotel reservations; and we 
doubt mightily that such was his chief purpose. 

The ominous fact is that Binaggic, the man 
who brought the Capone race news syndicate 
into Kansas City, is a rising power in politics. 
He contested Jim Pendergast’s control of Kansas 
City’s “deliverable” wards ever since Pender- 
gast refused to intervene on the syndicate’s 
behalf when Gov. Donnelly stopped telephone 
service to the gambling joints. Binaggio won 
that fight in last August’s primaries. Now he 
has his eyes on a wider horizon. 

Before any legislators listen to his blandish- 
ments, they had better remember that here is a 
man with a police record. Here is a man who 
numbers among his friends, dead and alive, such 
characters as Johnny Lazzia, Charles Carrolla, 
Gully Owen and Sheriff Dougherty of St. Louis. 
Let the legislators remember that they, too, will 
be judged by the company they keep. 

The new speaker, Mr. Hamlin, has a different 
sort of record, one of a kind more familiar to 
legislators but hardly edifying to the com- 
munity. A strict party man and minority leader 
during the Republican years now ended, he at- 
tacked the opposition with all the vehemence 
and all the dodges of a country lawyer before 
a jury. 

That is one thing. But one cannot push out 
of memory his sponsorship in 1933 of the Buford 
“mystery bill” which would have wrecked the 
Public Service Commission. In 1935, he backed 
a measure which was intended to speed criminal 
justice by cutting from 12 to four months the 
time allowed for the perfection of an appeal. 
But this zeal was contradicted by his sponsorship 
of another measure in 1937 which would have 
made a property right out of a license to practice 
law and, so, would have made disbarment ex- 
tremely difficult in Missouri. 

In that same year, he fought the Elliott bill to 
end mandatory continuances in cases in which 
one of the parties was represented by a member 
of the Legislature. In fact, he took advantage 
of the practice himself. 

And then there is the “governorship steal” in 
which he took a leading part. That scandal is 
so well remembered that it does not need reca- 
pitulation. 

Perhaps the Democrats mean to turn over a 
new leaf in Missouri. Perhaps they realize that 
many of their number are coming into office 
less on their own merits than as Truman coat- 
tail riders. Perhaps they want to do as good 
a job for the people in Jefferson City as the 
people expect President Truman to do in Wash- 
ington. 7 

If so, fine. But they certainly raised doubts 
with Roy Hamlin in the chair and Charles 
Binaggio in the caucus chamber. 
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A Job for Adlai Stevenson

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Extremist View of Flood Control 


A letter-writer today says that the Post- 
Dispatch has “pointed out that the conservation 
of water, the avowed purpose of dams,.lies not in 
impounding the water, but should be effected by 
proper forestation and cultivation practices in 
the drainage ‘areas concerned.” 

The viewpoint which the letter-writer ex- 
presses is so widespread that it needs comment- 
ing upon in the interest of an informed public 
opinion about the development of the Missouri 


valley. 
The Post-Dispatch did not say what the letter- 
writer quoted it as saying. It said precisely the 


opposite: 
Dams and reservoirs are essentials of 
flood control. Disastrous floods can't be 
curbed by soil conservation measures alone, 
though some conservation extremists like to 
argue otherwise. Such talk only weakens 
the cause of soil conservation by pretending 
that it can do what it cannot.do. Further- 
more, it. blindly ignores what dams and res- 
ervoirs can do and are doing. 
With the best intentions in the world, many 


laymen who have become deeply interested in 


soil conservation have formed the mistaken 
notion that it is a panacea. Specialists in soil 
and forest management do not bear out the idea 
of these overly-enthusiasti¢ laymen that major 
dams and reservoirs are unnecessary for flood 
valuable in controlling small floods but of little 
value in controlling large ones. .- | 

The reason should be obvious. By the time a 
small flood has started growing into.a large one, 
the ground is saturated, and no more water will 
soak in. Soil and forestry conservation do re- 
duce the damage done by the flood after it has 
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letting it wash down the rivers. They cannot 


prevent big floods from occurring. 
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There have been disastrous floods since the i 


days of Dan’l Boone and Jim Bridger. The Mis- 
souri river’s largest flood was in 1844, when 
country was virgin forest and virgin grassland, 
before the ax had fallen or the plow had cut the 
sod. In fact, when the Missouri was discovered 
by Marquette, 275 years ago, it was in flood. 
Like our letter-writer, we are in favor of sav- 
ing Missouri’s great scenic springs. We are also 
in favor of giving soil and forest conservation 
their rightful and prominent place in the devel- 
opment of the Missouri valley. It is not neces- 
sary, in order to do that, to pretend that con- 
servation will do something it can’t do. Nor is 
it necessary to ignore what can be done by dams 
and reservoirs, and by them alone. 
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A Charge to Document 

Representative Celler, who is scheduled to be 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee 
when Congress is reorganized, brings a serious 
charge against big life insurance companies. 

Citing five of the largest life underwriters— 
Metropolitan, New York Life, New York Equi- 
table, Mutual and Prudential—the New York 
Democrat says: 

These companies have a concentration of 
economic power, with self-perpetuation in 
office of their directors and officers, to- 
gether with a tangled web of interlocking 
directorates, that enable the companies to 
formulate a financial policy stronger than 
the policy of the national Government itself. 


This is an extreme statement and Mr. Celler 
is aware of it. For that reason he proceeds to 
tell why he thinks the power of these companies 
is so great. First, he says that in the last 10 
years insurance companies have increased their 
assets 1000 per cent. On these assets, says Mr. 
Celler, the companies are able to do a loan 
business almost as large as that of the banks. 

To show the breadth of insurance company 
control of our economic life, he points out that 
the five largest companies in the New York area 
have an income each year of more than five 
billion dollars. These companies are the largest 
owners of railroad securities. In addition, so 
he says, one of the five, the Metropolitan, holds 
more farm land than any other owner. 

But mere bigness isn’t all of it, according to 
the New York Congressman. Here is the charge 
that cannot go left unanswered: 


They (the, companies) haven’t used their 
funds as trustees of the people, or trustees 
of the stockholders, or for their policy- 
holders, but for selfish interests. 


These are words that require detailed docu- 
mentation. If the companies have not used the 
premiums paid by policyholders for the benefit 
of owners of insurance, it cannot be found out 
too soon. If “other people’s money’”—to borrow 
the late Justice Brandeis’ famous phrase—is 
being put to selfish uses, now is the time to 
learn it and to bring about correction. 

Representative Celler offers no proof of any- 
thing as yet. Presumably he can do so. The 
place for such proof is in the next session of 
Congress. If he makes good on. what he in effect 
promises, the United States is in for an investi- 
gation into insurance practice more illuminating 
than any since Charles Evans Hughes put insur- 
ance companies under the searchlight in the 
Armstrong investigation 40 years ago. 

The Celler charges leave the insurance com- 
panies only one course. That is to assist to the 
fullest in answering every question about the 
way they do business which may now come up 
in the minds of millions of policy-holders.

A Mayfair designer’s advertisement for “an 
ugly girl with a pleasant personality and a beau- 
tiful figure,” to model dresses, makes us think 
just one thing—he’ll never find her. He has 
written a prescription for the unattainable. 

It would be as likely a project to go looking 
for “a beautiful girl with an unpleasant person- 
ality and an ugly figure.” How could such a 
person be? 

If the Mayfair gentleman hasn’t realized that 
beauty is not a matter of face or figure, but of 
witchcraft, he can’t have carried his designs very 
far. As exhibit A, we cite him his own country’s 
Celia Johnson, who has been seen in this coun- 
try in the Noel Coward film “Brief Encounter.” 

Celia Johnson is an ordinary-looking young 
woman with a rather scrawny neck and large, 
beautiful, soulful eyes (or so the onlooker. be- 
lieves at the outset) but with ample resources 
at witchcraft. Before she is through with her 
spectator in the last reel, her beauty is an 
established fact. She has woven it of the warp 
and weft of illusion, and the onlooker is caught 
up in that bright fabric, helpless to do any- 
thing but admire. 

What the Mayfair customer with the want ad 
is advertising for is an ugly face, and as we say, 
he’ll never find it. They don’t come ugly— 
leastwise, not on witches. 
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Too Much Concentration 

It is time for the country as a whole to have 
a look at some of the banking operations in 
connection with the Marshall plan. While a 
certain amount of concentration of this business 
in New York banks is inevitable, it obviously is 
not necessary for this concentration to exceed 
90 per cent of the business. 

A recent press release showed that letters of 
commitment totaling $504,000,000 had been is- 
sued to American banks by the procuring for- 
eign countries. These letters of commitment 
permit the designated banks to issue letters of 
credit to the procuring countries or their au- 

‘thorized agents for the amounts indicated. With 
this credit, a major portion of the Marshall fund 
supplies is obtained in the United States. 

' The same release showed that letters of com- 
mitment had been handled by representative 
New York banks up to that time as follows: 

Bankers Trust — — ~—$91,000,000 
Chase National — — —~ 87,000,000 
Manufacturers Trust — 42,000,000 
National City — — — 35,000,000 
Bank of Manhattan— — 31,000,000 
Guaranty Trust — — — 18,000,000 

Very few banks outside New York City were 
included at all and these for ridiculously small- 
er amounts. Aside from the Bank of America 
of San Francisco, with $29,000,000, the non-New

~The School, the State and the Church

The dignity and freedom of organized re- 
ligion will be imperiled if the various sects 
continue to quarrel with each other and 
with the Supreme Court over the meaning 
of the First Amendment and the separation 
of church and state. The Supreme Court 
ruled in the McCollum case that sectarian 
education in the public schools was uncon- 
stitutional use of the schools to help re- 
ligions spread their faith. 


In reading the hostile reactions to the 
decision, the average American is apt to 
conclude that some of our church leaders 
are engaging in unwise tactics. 

The tone and content of this clerical re- 


sentment arise from the conviction held by 
many a sect that it has a divine mission 
and an exclusive mission to indoctrinate 
other human beings. But to the American 
mind, which has questioned authoritarian 
religion as it has all other forms of absolut- 
ism, the accusations hurled at the Justices 
that they are encouraging atheism, are 
making the schools “Godless,” and are in 
league with a newly invented devil called 
“secularism,” sound like antisocial propa- 
ganda. 


Storm of Smear Words 


Not all the churches have joined in this 
attack. Many of them, notably the Bap- 
tists, have long been ardent upholders of 
the separation of church and state. Other 
Protestant groups have also defended the 
decision in the McCollum case. But their 
rational tones have been drowned out by 
the fanatical clergy who declare that our 
courts, legislators, and teachers are work- 
ing with “Communists, materialists, ag- 
nostics, and secularists bent on the frustra- 


| tion of freedom in education.” 


It was Protestant leadership which first 
suggested and developed the released-time 
program whereby public school children 
could be excused for an hour to receive re- 
ligious instruction, Leaders of the Catholic 
church were opposed, but they soon 
changed their minds. Where they now 
participate, from 80 to 100 per cent of the 
Catholic public school children are enrolled 
in the released-time program, whereas the 
percentage of Protestant and Jewish chil- 
dren is much smaller. In New York City 
only 14 per cent of the Protestant and 5 per 
cent of the Jewish children participate: 

The social effects of the released-time 
program are not happy. In many communi- 
ties it has resulted in a new form of re- 
ligtous intolerance. The erstwhile friendly 
relations of our school children are de- 
stroyed and their parents are confused. 
The lining up of the different denomina- 
tions makes for divisiveness. It is well to 
remember that the public school is the one 
place where the child is not primarily a 
Protestant, Catholic or Jew, but an Ameri- 
can among Americans, 


A Catholic Victory for Freedom 


Until Horace Mann about 100 years ago 
undertook his courageous campaign to ex- 
clude the: religious sects from the public 
achools, most of the schools were dominated 
by one or another form of Protestantism. 
As Catholicism grew in strength, its leaders 
invoked the First Amendment to protect 
Catholic children from enforced participa- 


tion in religious exercises repugnant to . 


their own faith. 

At the request of Catholic parents, the 
courts of Wisconsin, Nebraska, Illinois, 
Louisiana, to name but a few of the in- 
numergble legal battles, went so far as to 
ban all Bible reading, prayers and the sing- 


ing of sacred hymns. The Ohio Supreme 
Court as early as 1872 said: 

“When Christianity asks the aid of gov- 
ernment beyond mere impartial protection, 
it denies itself, Its essential interests lie 
beyond the reach and range of human gov- 
ernments. United with government, religion 
never rises above the merest despotism; 
and all history shows us that the more 
widely and completely they are separated, 
the better it is for both.” 

But today the various religious groups 
seem to have forgotten that they them- 
selves brought about the growing seculari- 
zation of our public schools in the interests 
of their own freedom of worship. 

Because religion was free in America, it 
became a more dynamic force than in many 
lands having an established church. “Re- 
ligion seems in the United States to stand 
all the firmer because, standing alone, she 
is seen to stand by her own strength,” said 
James Bryce in his “American Common- 
wealth.” Instead of attacking the Supreme 
Court decision, religious leaders should ac- 
cept it as a God-sent stimulus. 

But there are no signs as yet that the 
medieval-minded groups among our clergy 
have any respect for the Supreme Court or 
for the unifying mission of our public 
schools, What does it mean when the Cath- 
olic bishops and several of the most influ- 
ential Protestant theologians and clergy de- 
nounce secularism as the “exclusion of 
God from human living and thinking?” 
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Horace Mann 


Now surely these attacks can only mean 
that they wish the American people to ac- 
cept religious control of our secular activi- 
ties and institutions, especially religious 
control of our public school system. Since 
neither the Protestants nor the Catholics 
would ever yield control of the secular 
realm to the other, their joint attacks upon 
secularism open the way to a prolonged 
battle between these rival claimants to the 
complete domination of our society. 

Secularism, after all, was not‘ invented 
recently by a “materialistic America.” Secu- 
Tarian began whén Duns Scotus in the late 
Middle Ages asserted that reason can op- 
erate in the realm of verifiable experience. 

This sharp distinction between the sphere 
of knowledge accessible .to human reason 
and the sphere of faith posited on ecclesi- 
astical authority left the way open for the 
progressive development of modern science. 
It made possible our Western civilization 
based upon free inquiry, the use of reason, 
and belief in unlimited social progress. 

Our secular institutions are no mere ac- 


cidents but the finest product of five cen- 
turies of thoughtful statesmanship. They 
emerged out of the necessity to create har- 
mony among diverse economic, philosophic, 
social and religious beliefs. Freedom in 
each one of these areas is only possible be- 
cause the secular world creates an equilib- 
rium of complementary forces. Its out- 
standing characteristic is its humane atti- 
tude of the happy mean, 

The secular ethic asks itself how conflict 
can be solved with the least damage to all 
concerned. The ethic of religious organiza- 
tions asks itself who is right or wrong ac- 
cording to their various forms of absolutes. 
Since these absolutes are not subject to 
analysis, the churches create an impasse 
when they try toa force their absolutes on 
our secular society, They become intransi- 
gent propagandists in a democratic warld 
that can function successfully only when 
all the clashing elements are willing and 
able to compromise. 


What’s Irreligious About It? 


It is the secular tolerance of religious 
diversity which alone makes brotherhood 
possible in our country. This spiritual 
unity is the saving grace of democraq and 
its real defense against totalitarianism or 
against the divisive influence of sectarian- 
ism, Therefore, what can justly be called 
the unifying mission of secularism has a 


_ sanctity all its own, 


When we realize, moreover, that the pub- 
lic school is the chief vehicle for mutual 
love, forgiveness, and tolerance between all 
races, classes and creeds, it becomes an act 
of vandalism to attack it and an act of 
piety to work toward its improvement. 

The American Constitution preserves and 
carries over into the secular realm much of 
the idealism which had been identified with 
religion, There is a strong tendency among 
our people and our schools to do likewise. 
The positive views on.the subject of re- 
ligion which are reflected in our Constitu- 
tion are ignored by sectarian leaders who 
call our secular world “Godless” and strive 
to force upon it the acceptance of their 
particular doctrines and authority. 

Repellent to these leaders is the clear im- 
plication in our Constitution that religious 
truth is an individual quest, that authori- 
tarianism and religion are contradictory 
terms, and that one man’s faith is just as 
sacred as that of organized millions. Thus 
the Constitution is anything but irreligious. 


Secular Tolerance, the Peacemaker 


The Catholic attacks on secularism have 
at least the merit of consistency. It is 
understandable that Catholics who cling to 
the medieval doctrine of the antithetical 
nature of the two spheres, the material and 
the spiritual, should envisage the secular 
world as a “Godless” domain to be con- 
quered by the one true church, But the 
Protestant clergy who take the Catholic 
position that the First Amendment does not 
imply the absolute separation of church 
and state, have forgotten the history of 
secularism, its contribution fo civic and 
religious freedom, and the role of Protes- 
tantism in its development. | 

Both groups should recognize that the © 


: civil liberties of the secular realm grew out 


of compromise between irreconcilable re- 
ligious beliefs and established an area of 
resolution for their competitive zeal and for 
their accommodation to one another in a 
broader American unity. Civil liberty, in 
other words, is the sine qua non of re- 
ligious liberty,

At least we can try. And we can begin with material resources. 


The U.S.8.R. has a population | 


verging on 200,000,000, or four 
times the population of Great 
Britain, or a third as much again 
as the population of the United 
States. In two years’ time she 
proposes to produce 250 million 
tons of coal as against Britain’s 
present 200,000,000 (before the war 
it was 300,000,000) and America’s 
678,000,000. In the same year, 1950, 
she proposes to produce 25,000,000 
tons of steel as against Britain’s 
present 15,000,000 and America’s 
84,000,000. Her 1950 oil production 
will be some 35,000,000 tons against 
America’s present 250,000,000 tons. 

From these simple facts it 
emerges that in spite of her area 
and unlimited resources, the pro- 
ductivity of the U.S.S.R. id so low 
that she needs all her four-to-one 
numerical superiority of popula- 
tion to surpass the industrial pro- 
duction of Great Britain, while 
she has no hope at all of catch- 
ing up with America for many 
decades to come. 

The effort to attain and keep 
up this modest output is symbol- 
ized by the fourth Five-Year-Plan, 
which éngages the whole energies 
of Government and people, the 
immense mass of the laboring 
clasies working for a bare sub- 
sist. ice in conditions of extreme 
har: 1iness and privation. To ap- 
preciate the background of this 
effort we must remember that in 
1945, at the end of the German 
war, Soviet productivity had fallen 
to barely half the prewar ((1940) 
level. In 1940 Soviet coal and 
steel production were 164,000,000 
tons and 18,000,000 tons; in 1945 
they had fallen to 70,000,000 tons 
and 9,000,000 tons. That is to 
say, the total production of 10 
years had gone for nothing but 
the winning of the war, and Rus- 
sia was back where she had been 
in 1935 in the middle of the second 
Five-Year-Plan, 


Russian Production Crippled. 

A most important aspect of this 
is that whereas in America pro- 
duction was expanded by wartime 
demands, in Russia production 
had been crippled by the devasta- 
tion of immense areas in the West 
and the demands of manpower 
for the @ront. In other words, 
starting at heg 1940 level of pro- 
duction and sisted by Anglo- 
American aid, Russia only just 
managed to pull _ victoriously 


To keep the people up to the 
mark the Kremlin relies on a mix- 
ture of coercion, exhortation and 
genuine inspiration, together with 
material incentives so devised that 
they appeal not to the broad 
masses but only to individuals of 
outstanding skill or ambition. 

For the broad masses there are 
simply not enough material in- 


centives to go around, so they 
have to be exhorted and coerced. 
Even so, it is possible that with- 
out the existence of a vast mass 
of slave-laborers, costing the state 
nothing but their barest subsis- 
tence in terms of starvation ra- 
tions, the lot of the ordinary Rus- 
sian worker would be even 
harsher than it is. 
Masses Create a Problem, 

For the able and ambitious the 
incentives work well. The prob- 
lem here is to attract into posts 
calling for ability and skill—tech- 
nical, managerial, organizational— 
all those with a spark of ability 
out of the ordinary; and the in- 
centives are so arranged that the 
inertia of the mass is overcome. 
For example, the worker who 
shows Stakhanovite tendencies 
moves right out of his class and 
into another world of privilege 
and comparative luxury. The 
normal standard is so low that a 
slight improvement in it is not 


enough to stimulate a man of 
character and brains to use them 
to the full and to expose himself 
thereby to all the perils which be- 
set outstanding talent in a totali- 
tarian state. It has to be raised 
out of all proportion. And it is 
this which is at the back of the 
astonishingly steep graduations 
of income in the Socialist work- 
er’s paradise. 


On the other hand, the masses 
have to be kept in good heart 
and also educated to supply the 
perpetually increasing and unsatis- 
fied demand for brains. Unless 
the bulk of industrial and agri- 
cultural workers are to sink into 
an apathy indistinguishable from 
that of the slave-workers they 
have to be made to feel that the 
Soviet Union means something 
and that they are somehow priv- 
ileged to be her citizens, in spite 
of the hard life she forces them 
to live.

leviate). All these aims, finally, 
are the aims of an egocentric 
power convinced of the supreme 
importance of force.

What does it tell us in particu- 
lar of the ultimate aims of the 
Kremlin, as distinct from the 
immediate aims? 

On the face of it, all these 
things taken together point to a 
policy of unlimited aggression.

long rest except by scholars. 
“The Canterbury Tales” of Geof. 
frey Chaucer belong in that cate- 
gory. Several translations have 
been made of these earthy and 
vivid stories but the casual read- 
er—to judge from a few in- 
stances — is likely to regard 
Chaucer as more remote even 
than Dante whose “Divine Come- 
dy” is periodically honored by 
new reconstructions in English. 

The fact that the original 
Chaucer is in English of a sort 
seems to have placed him at a 
disadvantage with foreign mas- 


terpieces which are available in 


translation. Those who have 
the occasional inclination to take 
him up for cultural reasons seem

Lumiansky’s prose version with- 
out prejudice, I can say without 
reservation that the latter carries 
its own justification for anybody 
who likes a good yarh, And that 
is a minimum rating. Actually 
the author’s broad humanity, his 
penetrating work-a-day' philoso- 
phy, his detailed knowledge of 
the world he lived in, his good- 
humored tolerance of human 
frailty, his humor and his sound 
narrative sense are all transfer- 
able. 

Taking the Lumiansky trans- 
lation without reference to its 
sources one immediately gets the 
feeling of the broad fellowship 
existing between all levels of so- 
ciety in Fourteenth Century 
England when circumstances 
permitted its expression. The 
pilgrimage to Canterbury pro- 
vided just such a circumstance. 
It was a social as well as a re- 
ligious eccasion. The pious in- 
tention of all the pilgrims was

THE GREAT. YEAR, by Dilys Bennett 


Laing. (Duell, Sloan & Pearcé, $3.) 
ILYS LAING, wife of the 
[) szerican poet and novelist, 
Alexander Laing, is Welsh- 
born and is herself a poet of dis- 
tinction. “‘The Great Year” is her 
first novel and if she lives up to 
its promise, she should go far. 


— Unlike many of today’s “firsts,” 


this book does not depend 
upon sensationalism — upon the 
bosomy jacket cover and even 
more bosomy blurb of the- pub- 
lisher. Instead, Mrs. Laing writes 
with a deep understanding of 
life, a mature conception of the 
purpose of the novel, a fine mas- 
tery of the technique of using 
words. 

This is the story of three gen- 
erations of Vermont farmers, 
carried steadily forward through 
the cycle of the years and of the 
recurring seasons. The form

by Alfred H. Kelly and Winfred A. 
Harbinson. (W. W. Norton and Co., 
New York, 940 pgs., $7.50.) 


HE full historical sweep of 
Tameriean constitutional 

growth is in this one volume 
by two members of the faculty 
of Wayne University, Detroit. 
The authors begin by showing 
how an emergency charter was 
drawn for an agricultural way 
of life, with the expectation that 
it would be soon redrafted to 
meet new needs. With relative- 
ly few changes by amendment 
but with many interpretations by 
judges, it has served as the basis 
for government for more than a 
century and a half, coming at 
last to serve a society that is 
both urban and industrial. Al- 
though steeped in its learning, 
Messrs. Kelly and Harbinson are 
not in “the least awed by their 
subject. 

A sample of how the authors 
get their teeth into this impor- 
tant theme comes .after they 
trace the still unidentified Jus- 
tice who switched between the 
first and second income tax 
cases to one of three; Justices 
Shiras, Gray and Brewer. Say. the 
authors: “‘Regardless of who was 
responsible, the shift upset 100 
years of Supreme Court history 
as to what constituted direct 
taxes, made necessary the pass- 
age of the Sixteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution, and delayed 
the adoption of the income tax by 
the Federal Government for some 
19 years—far-reaching results to 
be produced by the constitution- 
al doubts and vacillations of one

More Details on 


Multiftora Hedge 


By Leonard Hall 


OMETIMES I think the easiest way to write a column 

might be to turn the task over to our readers. Letters on 

particular subjects—on country living and similar matters 

seem to come in waves; and lately there have been many 

asking for more details 

about the rose hedge, rosa 

multiflora. Briefly, here is 

the story on multiflora. It 

is an Asiatic species brought 

to this country many years 

ago; perhaps because the 

stock was hardy and disease 

resistant, so that it could be 

used for grafting the more 

delicate hybrid varieties .of 

garden roses. When the idea 

occurred of using it for 

fencing I am not quite cer- 

tain, although there are 

fences more than 20 years 

old and still performing 

their job as well as ever. 

Rosa multiflora is not 

practical for all hedging 

purposes, but is, extremely 

practical for farm fencing 

wherever a permanent fence 

is desired. When so used, plants of two years growth can be 

bought from the nursery and set out along permanent fence- 

row at intervals of 15 to 18 inches. They can be hand set or 

planted in a furrow opened up with a plow. In either case, 

the plants will do better if the soi] is well worked and enriched 

with fertilizer or manure; then mulched with straw to keep 
down weed competition during tee first season. 
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If the rose is planted along an old fence and there 
is livestock in the field, it must be protected against 
trampling and browsing for the first two seasons, And 
if there is a considerable amount of fencing—say a 
quarter mile or more—an electric fence is probably the 
most practical way of protecting the young plants. I'd 
say from experience that it takes from two to three 
seasons to make a fence that will turn back stock and 
eventually become “horse high, bull strong and hog 
tight.” Those are the specifications a good farm fence 
must meet, 
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@ THE PLANTS CAN BE STARTED FROM SEED in a 
nursery and then re-set, for the seed forms plentifully after 
the hedge is started. This means you can raise your own 
plants after you've gotten a start. But the task takes time; 
and with the low prices already quoted, this effort may not 
be worth while, The mature rose grows about eight feet high 
and eight feet wide, does not spread from suckers, and is 
covered in June with a blanket of delicate, white, single- 
petalled blossoms. . 

The canes at the bottom become thick and inter-laced, so 
as to be almost impenetrable. Multiflora is extremely thorny; 
it creates a safe nesting place for song birds which feed on 
the berries in autumn and winter. Game birds and all small 
fur-bearers find cover and a safe travel-way along the hedge- 
row. Wildlife experts predict that rosa multiflora will become 
an important factor in maintaining the numbers of upland 
game birds. If you are interested in multiflora, you can con- 
tact your county agent or the Missouri Conservation Commis- 


gion. 
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@ A QUESTION WHICH HAS BEEN ASKED in dozens of 
letters during recent weeks is this: “How can I, a private 
citizen, help prevent the despoliation of our beautiful Ozark 
springs by the proposed dams?” I'd like to make myself clear 
on this matter. First, the dams on the southern Ozark water- 
shed have nothing to do with MVA or with any other “river 
authority.” These proposed dams are a part of the Engi- 
neers plan for a system of flood control, navigation and power 
structures on the White river drainage system. Construction 
of the dams has been authorized by Congress. Money has been 
appropriated for several of them. Three major dams have been 
built and a fourth is under construction. 

It is the sincere belief of those opposing the dams that 
fair and adequate hearings have not been held before the 
citizens of Missouri to show the necessity for—and to prove 
the effectiveness of—these dams for their alleged purposes. 
Yet the Engineer in charge at Little Rock has stated that 
no one of these dams can be built if the citizens of the state 


do not desire it. 
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@ THE RIVERS ON THE SOUTHERN OZARK watershed 
now dammed are the St. Francis at Wappapello, the Black at 
Clearwater, and the North Fork of White river at Norfork. 
White river is being dammed at Bull Shoals, with another dam 
authorized for Table Rock. About $100,000,000 of tax money has 
been appropriated to date for these dams, No power genera- 
tion was proposed for the first two dams; but Wappapello has 
proved peculiarly ineffective for flood control and is silting 
in at better than a foot per year. Clearwater dam is new; 
but Black river carries the heaviest load of gravel of any 
Ozark stream and the siltation rate here may be expected to 


exceed that at Wappapellio. 
To date in the United States, siltation has completely de- 


. gtroyed some 2000 artificial stream impoundments such as 


these two so-called lakes. The Norfork dam, built for the im- 
possible dual purpose of flood control and power generation, 
generates no power, because the flow is both insufficient and 
unstable. Water Valley dam on Eleven Points river probably 
comes next. There is little we can do to stop it, for it lies in 


Arkansas. 
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Finally there is the Current—river of the mighty 
springs and Missouri’s major scenic attraction. When 
Yt 2s danuned, the southern Ozark rivers are gone; and 
with them the springs which are the Ozarks pride. 
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@ BLAIR CREEK DAM WILL FORCE removal of the town 
of Eminence and flood Alley Spring, Round, Pulltight, Cave 
and many other beautiful though smaller springs. No accurate 
figures are given for the siltation rate of these proposed 
reservoirs. So far as I know, there ig no plan for protecting 
the wildlife and other resources of the flooded areas, No 
atudy has been made of what might be accomplished in the 
area by reforestation, good land management and the building 
of small reservoirs; all of which would reduce floods and add 
to the economic resources of the region. 


All prophecies of power generation on Ozark streams to. 


date have had to be revised far downward under actual per- 
formance conditions, The dams cannot be built if Missouri 
‘does not want them built. If you are in favor of saving for 
Missouri its last and most beautiful river—the Current—you can 
tell your Congressman to vote against appropriations for these 
dams. Or you can write the Ozark Protective Association at 
Bennett, Mo., which will see that your protest is entered.

Inside Story of How "Big Guy" of 
Capone Mob Was Sent to Prison, as 
Told by the Man Who Put Him There 


RALPH “BOTTLES” CAPONE... AL’S BROTHER WAS AN 
ASTONISHING STUDY IN CUPIDITY AND STUPIDITY,

HEN the American people 
emphatically tendered notice 
on Herbert Hoover that he 
was not quite what they wanted 
in the White House he went back 
to California with a piece of bitter 
knowledge familiar to all horse 


players and dice addicts—when 
your luck is running bad you 
can’t do anything right. 

When they added the credits 
and the debits on the Hoover 
regime, Mr. Hoover was in sore 
need of a few more credits. I 
have every reason to know that 
one credit he richly deserved was 
for seeing to it that that hor- 
rendous louse, Alphonse Capone, 
was at last put in jail. And when 
Al was incarcerated, the fortress 
of American gangsterdom began 
to crumble around the edges. 


Yet Mr, Hoover’s luck was run- 
ning bad and he never got the 
credit he deserves for a good deed 
well done. Instead he has become 
the victim of an apocryphal story 
which paints him a fat-headed 
ham who had the Capone Empire 
smashed only because Scarface Al 
once received more public adula- 
tion than was given Mr. Hoover. 


The apocrypha] libel runs along 
this line: Mr. Hoover was in 
Florida immediately after he had 
been elected President of the 
United States. He and some friends 
entered a hotel lobby where they 
were greeted by the tanned and 
prosperous lobby-sitters in a man- 
ner befitting a President-elect. In 
the midst of this heart-warming 
reception Mr. Hoover suddenly 
found himself a forgotten man, as 
the lobby-sitters quickly switched 
their adulation to a rubbery slob 
who was ambling across the lobby 
in Mr. Hoover’s wake, smiling to 
the admiring populace and chew- 
ing on a big fat: cigar. The man, 
of course, was Scarface Al, and, as 
the legend has it, when Mr. Hoover 
became President he sent out or- 
ders to get Capone. 


That he sent out such orders I 
well know, because I got them 
after they had worked down 
through the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. I will admit

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that I heard and believed the tale 
of the loss of face in Florida. But 
I recently got the information on 
what really set Mr. Hoover after 
Capone. My source was Mr. 
Hoover himself. “That story about 
Florida is absolutely untrue,” said 
Mr. Hoover. “I never saw Capone 
in Florida. I always wanted to 
see something done about Capone, 
and when Frank Knox led a dele- 
gation of Chicago citizeris to the 
White House to ask for Federal 
help, I determined that they 
would get it. That’s when I gave 
the order to put Capone in jail.” 
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HE job of putting Alphonse 

Capone in the penitentiary pre- 

sented some obvious problems. 
In the first place, the city of Chi- 
cago, Cook county, and the state 
of Illinois, whose citizens had so 
much of their blood spilled by Al- 
phonse, had shown no disposition 
to do anything but admit they 
were shocked. They were paying 
steady tribute to the recent res- 
taurant mop-boy for his bad liquor 
and worse girls. Their paychecks 
were being decimated by his wide 
open gambling joints. And when 
some irate citizens put on enough 
pressure to knock off a gambling 
joint or dim one of Al’s innumer- 
able blazing red lights, two things 
happened.

GNACE (BUD) STEMPIEN, 
who runs one of the innumerable 
saloons on Detroit’s Michigan 
ee has a theory about poli- 


“The party,” he says brusquely, 
“don’t mean nothing. The name 
is everything.” 

Acting upon this premise, Bud 
for the last decade or so has 
courted the trade of men with 
names of proven political appeal. 
When an election is in the offing 
he selects maybe half a dozen of 
his “best named” customers and 
enters them as candidates. 

Until this fall, none of these 
obscure Murphys, Sumerackis, Ed- 
wardses, Walsheg or Castators 
ever had made the grade. Stem- 
pien was ,out a considerable sum 
in filing fees and campaign ex- 
penses without achieving his am- 
bition to become a political big 
shot. He showed some signs of 
losing faith in his own system. 
He insisted, rather defensively, 
that he had got his money back 
in laughs, but until shortly before 
the last primary he maintained 
that he was “out of politics.” 

He’s back in now—with a ven- 
geance. For the voters of Wayne 
County demonstrated convincingly 
that there is something to be said 
in favor of Bud's theory. They 
did it by electing one of his pro- 
teges—a 33-year-old toolmaker 
never before in politics—to the 


highest post in County govern- 
ment. 

The successful candidate is Ar- 
thur A. Sumeracki. He won a $12,- 
000-a-year job as one of the three 
county auditors (a post which 
corresponds to county judge in 
Missouri.) Wayne County in- 
cludes Detroit, Dearborn, and a 
number of smaller municipalities 
with a total population of about 
3,000,000. 

Young Sumeracki first won the 
Democratic nomination by defeat- 
ing an able and fairly popular in- 
cumbent, George O. Cornell. In the 
election, he bested a retired busi- 
ness executive, well-known in civic 
affairs, who had served ably for 
some years as a member of the 
Detroit fire commission. 

oR? 

E owes his election — and 
H freely admits it—to the fact 

that his last name is the same 
as that of Jacob P. Sumeracki (no 
relation) a prominent politician 
who was county treasurer for @ 
long time and has been an auditor 
in recent years. Now the Sumer- 
ackis have a majority on the board. 

Young Arthur and the press 
eyed each other with mutual mis- 
trust throughout the campaign. A 
newspaper man who went out to 
see him the day after he had won 
the nomination reported that he 
had been greeted as though he 
were the sheriff coming to collect 
a bill. Sumeracki’s opening gam- 
bit as he came to the door was: 

“The papers didn’t print things 
the way I said. I’m just going to 
stay clean. I ain’t going to say 
nothing. See Bud. He’ll talk. He’s 
my campaign manager.” 

Pressed for details, the nominee 
complained: 

“People reword my statements 
till it looks like I’m a dope. I 
don’t want nothing published.” 

To correct any injustices that 
might have been done, the news- 
paper man was punctilious about 
reporting the interview verbatim. 

He quoted Sumeracki: “I’m just 
going to keep my nose clean, 
Maybe I haven’t got qualifica- 
tions but I’m honest.” 

What did he intend to do with 
the office if he won it? 

“You always find somebody try- 
ing to cut a piece of pie, if you 
know what I mean. Nothing you 
can put your finger on, but you 
hear talk.” 
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HE reporter then went around 
T to see Stempien, who was 
equally helpful in outlining 
Sumeracki’s program. He said: 

“He's for a better form of Gov- 
ernment. An auditor is strictly 
pertaining to books, This is man- 
ager of the county government. 
Art Sumeracki feels it should be 
specified as manager of the coun- 
ty government. He is sincere and 
honest.” 

Sumeracki’s ‘brother, Stanley, 
joined in the conference at Stem- 
pien’s bar.

At that time, Auditor Jacob 
Sumeracki did a little investigat- 
we I of his own, and he came up 
with information which may ex- 
plain Stempien’s political string 
pulling, at least in part. Stem- 
pien, he discovered was a former 
county employe who was con- 
vinced that another auditor, Ray 
Hafeli, had “double crossed” 
him by failing to appoint him to 
the commission having jurisdic- 
tion over the county hospital. 
Stanley Sumeracki and the two 
other Stempien candidates in 1944 
were all seeking MHafeli’s job. 
(Hafeli lost the election to still 
another name candidate.) 
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RTHUR SUMERACKYI’S suc- 
A cess, in this year’s primary, 

came near to causing a schism 
in the Democratic party. Some of 
the party’s top leaders got to- 
gether and seriously discussed re- 
pudiating him as the party’s can- 
didate. Explained August Scholle, 
president of the Michigan State 
CIO Council, and a Democratic 
power: 

“This is a very serious business, 
and perhaps it is not possible. But 
I think it ought to be looked into, 
for the good of the party and the 
good of Wayne county. It is a 
case of our interest in good gov- 
ernment transcending political 
battle lines.” 

Scholle related how at the Dem- 
ocratic state convention, Arthur 
had allowed Stempien to embar- 
rass him in front of the delegates. 

“Stempien told Sumeracki to 
‘stand up and show off your new 
suit’,” Scholle said. 

“Arthur did as he was told, and 
Stempien bragged about how he 
had bought the suit and was going 
to buy the boy’s family a big Sun- 
day dinner.” 

Stempien also referred to Arthur 
as “my stooge,” Scholle said. 

Jacob Sumeracki argued against 
repudiation of any Democratic 


candidate because it would “cross 
up many voters trying to split 
ballots, and void the,ballots.” 

There probably was something 

this, for the Detroit voter's 
frequent acceptance of name can- 
didates has shown that he is 
rather easily confused. Even some 
of Stempien’s more unlikely in- 
spirations have thrown alarm 
into some of the most firmly 
established public officials. 

President of Detroit’s common 
Council is an able young attorney 
named George Edwards. A couple 
of years ago, in a council race 
to fill a single vacancy, Stempien 
entered a candidate with an 
eminently suitable name—George 
Edwards. Stempien’s Edwards, 
never in public life before, lost 
the nomination by a hair, far out- 
running some established political 
figures. Bud was rather miffed at 
the defeat and accused the opposi- 
tion of unfair tactics. 

“Edwards was a cinch, if they 
hadn’t pulled a fast one,” he said. 
“They stuck another Edwards in 
the race and it split the Edwards 
vote.” 

Stempien’s Edwards finished 
fourth in a field of 45 candidates 
in the primary, with two nomina- 
tions at stake for one vacancy. 
The sixth man also was a Stem- 
pien candidate. He was Earl Cas- 
tator, whose surname was the 
same as that of a former city 
clerk and an incumbent council- 
man. The councilman, a bus 
driver whose election had been 
generally credited to the fact that 
his name was identical with that 
of his widely known uncle, was 
indignant about the entry of Earl 
into the lists.

There Is No High Wall Around California Institution 
for Men—Guards Are Unarmed and Polite Signs Re-

CHINO, Calif., Dec. 4. 

T was a festive day at the 
| rambling, modernistic institution 

which sits on the open plain be- 
tween San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles. A hot wind from the 
Mojave Desert burst through the 
Cajon Pass and brought beads of 
perspiration to the faces of the 
2000 men swarming out of their 
dormitories. 

The sweat increased, rather 
than dampened, their enthusiasm 
for the project at hand: The dedi- 
cation of a new swimming pool. 

Many of the men, few of them 
skilled at the work, had toiled for 
weeks, laying concrete and pipe 
under the hot sun. Now a valve 
had been opened, and water was 
rushing into the 110x65-foot pool. 


Suddenly, a group of men in 
dungarees rushed toward Kenyon 
J. Scudder, the chunky, jovial 
head of the institution. They 
Tifted him off his feet, carried him 
to the pool, and heaved him into 
the water—clothes and all. 


-Scudder bubbled to the surface, 
beaming with good humor, “I’ve 
got a distinction,” he said, scram- 
bling out of the water. “I’m the 
first man to take a dip in this 
pool.” 

He had another distinction, too. 
He was the first warden of a big 
state prison to be dunked in a 
Swimming pool by his inmates, 
and to take it as a pleasant joke. 

Despite the collegiate atmos- 
phere, the California Institution 
for Men at Chino is a prison. But 
it is a prison without armed 
guards, where polite signs request 
convicts to “Please Close This 
Door” or “Pléase Keep Off the 
Grass.” 

Chino is Kenyon J. Scudder’s 
idea of what a modern prison for 
men not yet lost to criminal ways 
should be. He believes that a 
warden’s success should be judged 
not by how few escapes he per- 
mits, but by. how many men he 
sends out to lead useful, honest 
new lives. 

Scudder won the chance to con- 
vert his dream blueprint for a 
new type of prison by a very nar- 
row margin, the slimness of which 
is frequently exposed by the Santa 
Ana, a savage, steaming desert 
devil wind which occasionally 
lashes his valley. 

When the blasts strike Chino’s 
modernistic administration build- 
ing, they usually knock down a 
wooden sign which proclaims it to 
be the “California Institution for 
Men,” and exposes an older, grim- 
mer marble inscription: ‘“South- 
ern California State Prison.” 

Chino was already under con- 
struction as a maximum security 
penal institution when a series of 
escapes and scandals rocked the 
California prison board. A new 
board came to power, immediately 
junked repressive techniques long 
employed at San Quentin and Fol- 
som Prisons, and hired Scudder as 
warden of the new institution. 

One of his first moves was to 
scrap the title and call himself 
“executive superintendent.” 

His prison ideas had been de- 
veloped during long years as head 
of the Los Angeles County pro- 
bation department and the Whit- 
tier Reformatory. When society

confined a criminal in prison, he 
believed, it should cure him of 
wrongdoing tendencies—not just 
incarcerate him for a set period, 
and then send him forth to sin 
some more. 

Chino’s plant was still under 
construction when Scudder took 
over. The first section of a 20- 
foot security wall, scheduled to 
cost a million dollars, was already 
completed. When finished, the 
wall would surround the entire 
prison yard, and patroling guards 
with tommy guns could keep the 
convicts under constant scrutiny. 

“We don’t need that wall,” 
Scudder snapped, and stopped the 
work. The single completed sec- 
tion is now used for handball 
games. 


Scudder didn’t believe that the 
10 gun towers and the $80,000 
fence topped by barbed wire were 
needed, either, but they were al- 
ready installed. Only one of the 
gun towers has ever been used— 
and then by convict volunteers. 
During the war, prisoners used it 
to maintain a 24-hour-a-day air- 
craft warning post for the Army’s 
Fourth Interceptor Command.

LD-LINE prison guards shied 
() away from Chino when they 

learned Scudder didn’t want 
any armed men around his institu- 
tion. This forced the new warden 
to enlist the bulk of his staff from 
other sources—which he probably 
would have done anyhow. 

Touring Southern California 
universities and social’ welfare 
agencies, he recruited 50 men, all 
but six of whom were college 
graduates. For eight weeks be- 
fore the first prisoner arrived, 
he put his men through arduous 
training. Each employe became 
an expert marksman, skilled in 
the use of firearms. Then the 
guns were locked up in the ar- 
mory, to be broken out only in 
dire emergencies, 

The staff members studied judo, 
sociology, psychology and_ be- 
havior problems,. Each supervisor 
did the work he would later direct 
—cooking, scrubbing floors, wash- 
ing dishes, cleaning rooms, plant- 
ing crops, running the laundry, 
waiting on officers’ tables. 

Scudder wrote a set of rules for 
prisoners, granting them privi- 
leges inconceivable at traditional 
prisons. 

But the rules were designed for 
a special type of prisoner—chiefly 
first offenders and younger men 
not yet hardened into criminal pat- 
terns. The prison was to be run 
as a corgenial school, preparing 
the men for successful living on 
completion of their terms, not 
merely punishing them for past 
misdeeds 

When Chino was ready for its 
first unwilling guests, 34 minimum 
security prisoners were chosen 
from over-crowded San Quentin 
Prison, Scudder told them about 
his new institution, then loaded 
them into a bus, There were three 
officers aboard, but no guns, 
handcuffs, billy clubs or legirons.

The door was unlocked. “You're 
on your honor,” the men were 
told. No one tried to escape. 

At 6 p.m., July 10, 1941, the bus 
rolled into the 2600-acre prison 
“campus” to be hailed by an un- 
armed guard: “Welcome to Chino! 
We hope you'll like it here.” 


Looking about the streamlined, 
modern buildings with a soft, rest- 
ful color scheme, one of the first 
batch of inmates made the amazed 
query, since repeated almost daily 
by newcomer convicts: “What the 
heck is this—Stanford Univer- 
sity?” 

Chino’s structures are as differ- 
ent from the traditional, formid- 
able looking cell blocks of most 
prisons as its philosophy. It is run 
more like an adult education 
school than a jail, with the “upper 
classmen” who are about to grad- 
uate receiving the most priv- 
ileges. 


All men work seven and a half 
hours a day at some assigned 
task — chiefly housekeeping and 
food raising. The prison’s irri- 
gated acres produce much of the 
fruit, vegetables and meat con- 
sumed at mental hospitals and 
other state institutions. Convicts 
ride herd on large droves of cattle 
and hogs. The horses were broken 
to the saddle by inmate riders. 


The prison’s educational pro- 
gram is not compulsory, but near- 
ly all inmates participate. Theo- 
retically, at least, they attend 
classes on their “own time.” 

There are daily classes in farm- 
ing, shoe repair, drafting, public 
speaking, radio repair, auto me- 
chanics, welding, machine shop 
work, accounting, and other sub- 
jects. If enough men desire to 
take some particular course, Scud- 
der will scour southern California 
for a part time instructor. 

“Many people become criminals 
because they don’t know how to 
earn a living any other way,” ac- 
cording to A. LaMont Smith, asso- 
ciate warden. “No man need leave 
Chino without a useful occupa- 
tion or trade.” 

Smith himself is as unusual a 
type of prison official as his boss. 
His full title is “associate warden, 
care and treatment.” His job is 
education and readjustment of 
prisoners, not custody. 

‘Recently returned from a study 
of prison installations throughout 
the world, Smith is convinced that 
Chino’s progressive policies are 
blazing new trails in penology. 
“Chino is a unique experiment 
which may show the world the 
way to a new type of prison,” he 
declared, 
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J. OBERHAUSER, the asso- 

ciate warden in charge of 

® custody, doesn’t worry par- 

ticularly about escapes—although 
some inmates do get away. 

Scudder’s theory is that only a 
small percentage of the type of 
prisoner sent to Chino is constant- 
ly scheming to escape. “Why,” he 
asks, “should we devote all our 
energies to keeping that small per- 
centage locked up, rather than 
trying to rehabilitate the other 
men?” 

Men who escape from Chino are 
usually recaptured within a few 
hours or a few days, and returned 
to San Quentin or Folsom, both 
harsher gaols of the old school. If 
sent back to Chino, they would be 
ostracized by the other inmates. 

Being trusted is the first step 
on “the road back” for many 
Chino convicts. They rarely let 
down the men who showed some 
faith in their integrity and good 
intentions, despite their convic- 
tion of a felony. When a con- 
vict runs away, Scudder is sorry 
—not for his own record as a 
warden—but for the effect on the 
man himself. 

“Men who escape have another 
one year to life added to their 
sentence,” Oberhauser said, “and 
they become two-time losers. It’s 
very easy to escape, but the men 
who do so are stupid. It was 
probably a mistake to put them 
in a minimum custody institu- 
tion to begin with. We run this 


. institution for the men who can 
be trusted 


and helped—not for 
thosé who'd jump the fence the 
minute you took a gun away from 
their backs.” 

Time can drag slowly or move 
swiftly in a prison. Scudder tries 
to keep his inmates busy so that 
they will keep their minds off the 
calendar, Chino’

type prisons to rehabilitate their 
inmates, “Individual treatment of 
offenders”—witHin certain prac- 
tical limitations, of course—is his 
goal, 

The records of other prisons 
shows a high percentage of re- 
turnees—men who, once the gates 
clanged behind them, found them- 
selves unprepared or unwilling to 
pursue any other path but a con- 
tinued life of crime. 


Does Chino provide the answer 
to this problem? 

Scudder and his men think so, 
but their institution is still too 
young for their conviction to be 


proved statistically. Thus far, 
however, Chino has had a smaller 
percentage of its “graduates” re- 
turned behind bars than the other 
California penitentiaries. Despite 
its lack of armed guards, it also 
has a lower escape rate. 


The two major thefts committed 
on Chino’s grounds have been at- 
tributed to “free men.” An out- 
sider scaled a prison fence one 
night and made off with 40 breed- 
ing rabbits. Another time, when 
various civic groups were being 
shown through the institution, 30 
glass tumblers—a type which 
makes good crenidemessalliis macartas

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ARBECUING on a spit is a'| 

method of cooking meat re-| 

stricted to summer outdoor 
activities or to special restaurants 
serving barbecued meat. But bar- 
becuing under a broiler or with 
oven heat provides an excellent 
indoor home substitute. 

On a spit the meat is exposed 
to the direct ._ heat of glowing 
coals as the spit is slowly re- 
volved, and the slow moving meat 
surfaces broil uniformly. In an 
oven, too, meat is surrounded by 
dry heat, and if turned from time) 
to time, the same delicious prod- 
uct results. 

A good meat thermometer is 
essential for oven barbecuing, the 
time and temperature being the 
same as recommended for broil- 
ing or roasting that same cut. 
The difference is that the meat 
is basted often with a hot (spicy) 
barbecue sauce during cooking. 
Or it may be marinated in the 
sauce for several hours before 
cooking to acquire that typical 
barbecue flavor. 

The meat should be turned | 
from .side to side so that all the’ 
surfaces will have a chance to ab-| 
sorb the sauce and its flavor, and | 
to became uniformly browned all | 
over. In barbecuing under the) 
broiler, place meat at least three | 
inches from tips of broiler gas) 
flame or five inches from electric | 
broiling unit.

Two tablespoons margarine, one |

medium onion (2 to 3 oz.), one- 
half teaspoon sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon dry mustard, three-fourths

Then stir 
in remaining ingredients and sim- 
mer for about half an hour. Re- 
move clove of garlic. Use this 
sauce to marinate meat in before 
broiling or baking, or brush meat 
with the sauce while it is cooking. 
It makes an excellent sauce to 
serve with plain broiled or roast 
meat, either hot or cold, Makes

| CHICAGO, Dec. 4 (UP)—Juve- 
nile delinquency ‘is decreasing in 
many major cities under the im- 
pact of vigorous official and civic 
efforts to control it, a survey 
showed today. 


In a few, the. situation has 
shown no improvement, or hag 


worsened, 4 


Violent crimes by - teen-agers 
have declined in most of the cities 
surveyed, and fewer girls now ap- 
pear on their police rosters or in 
the case records of juvenile 
agencies. 

Although 1948 figures were not 


always availab’e, authorities said | crime,” 


there was a downward trend in 
delinquency in Milwaukee, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, Des Moines, Ia., Dallas, 
Tex., and Omaha, Neb. St. Louis 
and Atlanta, Ga., are holding their 
own, while New York, San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles have noted 
increases in some cases of: de- 
linquency. 

Most officials attribute de- 
linquency to slums and congested 
living, broken homes, Isck of 
Parental love and care, late 
dating or datine at too ecrly an 
age, and he formrtion of gangs, 

Variety of Prob!ems. 


Most authorities feel that the 
tide was turned when mothers re- 
turned to their kitchens from the 
factory and the fathers came 
home from overseas to take a

Milwaukee authorities believe 
that delinquency is down, despite 
the recent arrest of more than 
20 white girls, Negro youths and 
older men on charges of indulg- 
ine in sex and marijucna orgies. 

“The recent cases of juvenile 
del'nquency herve been spectacu- 
lar, but they do not scem to in- 
_dicate an increcse in juvenile 
Assistant Police Chief 
Hubert E. Dax said. 


fan Francisco has had big in- 
creases in burglary, auto theft and 
immorality by boys, but has had 
decreases in the number of girl 
offenders. 
St. Louls Sex Cases Up. 


Boys account for the overwhelm- 
ing majority of juvenile offenders. 
Girls are sex offenders and ex- 
ponents of petty larceny in their 
desire to acquire clothing and 
jewelry “like the other ‘ girls.” 
Czeses involving sex generally have 
cecreased since the war, although 
St. Louis has noticed an increase. 


To combat the prcbliem, they | 
have launched impressive pro-| 
grams of correction, guidarce and 
information among both children 
and parents. These range from 
“parents’ school” in Des Moines, 
to New York City’s big youth 
board. Space for wholesome rec- 
reation is one of the chief aims.

Some cities have found a return 
to the “carefree” crime of youth- 
ful exuberance, such as boys who 
steal a car to have a good time 
one night and abandon it the next 
day. 

Los Angeles county has the 
problem of a tremendous influx of 
new residents who have uprooted 
the lives of their chilc~en and 
forced them to readjust to a dif- 
ferent way of living. Probation 
Officer John M. Zuck believes 
it “miraculous” that delinquency 
has not jumped out of all bounds.

New York and other cities have 
attempted to take children out of 
the grim atmosphere of the court 
and turn their cases over to juve- 
nile aid bureaus. This has com- 
plicated statistics available as to 
the actual number of delinquen- 
cies, but it has had beneficial ei- 
fects, notably in the reduction of 
second-offenders. 


John Warren Hill, Py,>siding 
Pudge of the New Yorn wvomestic 
Relations Court, said that “if you 
use the definitions of delinquency 
and ‘society’s attitude of 20 years 
ago, the rate of delinquency is 
certainly no less than then.” 

“Twenty years ago such things 
as streetcar hopping Were consid- 
ered matters for the court,” Hill 
said. “Today they are not.” - 


Authorities fecl that society’s | 


attitude hes changed, and that 
perhaps adults have relaxed their 
own scandards of conduct., 

The intensive efforts of cities 
to cope with the problem has been 
leveled in part at the parents. In 
other cities, police and welfare 
officers are kept busy making 
speeches to civic and parents’ 
groups. : 

The chief effort, however, fs 
directed at providing wholesome 
recreational and educational facil- 
ities for children. 

Success in Minnesota. 


The Minnesota Youth Conser- 
vation Commission, started last 
year, has had good success in cut- 
ting the delinquency rate through- 
out the state. 


Los Angeles county has 91 com- 
munity co-ordinating councils 
seeking to channel youth activities 
into constructive work. Among 
other things, the county has a toy 
loan library and a camp for boys 
and girls. 

New York has its police athletic 
league which this year has a $1,- 
000,000 budget for promoting rec- 
reation. Last year it spent $639,- 
744, sponsoring 1500 baseball 
teams, 585 basketball teams, and 
helped 30,000 other children par- 
ticipate in a variety of sports. 

The New York City Youth 
Board, organized two years ago, 
also will spend $2,000,000 this year

Ris of Europe, Latin America and Far East 
Shows at Least 685 Feminine 


Legislators. — 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (AP)—Far 
more women are seated in the 
Parliaments of the world today 
thn ever before. Hundreds have 


ed their seats in recognition 


of the fight women waged in 
World War II, in underground 
arid open warfare. 

“A check by the Associated 

ss in Europe, Latin America 
afid the Far East shows there are 
at least 685 feminine legislators 
amd that the most spectacular 
imerease has occurred in countries 
Wiiere women had little or no po- 
litical stature before the war, Out- 
ding among these are France, 
ly and Japan. In other Euro- 
pean countries the number of 
women lawmakers has increased 
from two to eight times since the 
immediate postwar period. 

By contrast, in the United 
States and Great Britain, where 
Women’s political activity is a 
much older story, the increase is 
much less. The United States 


moved from five to nine women: 


national lawmakers and Britain 
from 13 to 21. 
As Effective as Men in U:S. 
How effective are women legis- 
lators? In the United States and 
Britain they have been as effec- 
tive as men in helping produce 


legislation of primary importance. + 


In countries where they are rela- 
tively new at the job, opinions 


tries say their feminine colleagues’ 
voices are rarely heard, and that 
the laws they do push are con- 
fined chiefly to the social field. 
The women answer that such 
laws are extremely important be- 
cause they correct social evils be- 
lieved to have been at he roots 
of many wars. 

In a few parliaments, women 
serve on important economic and 
political committees. Here is the 
story in different countries: 


Fifty women are now seated in 
the Parliament of France, where 
before the war women played 
such a minor political role that 
thousands did not even want the 
vote. Thirty-eight are in the Na- 
tional Assembly (lower house),and 
two are vice presidents. 


In Italy, where women had no 
political voice under the mon- 
archy and Fascism, 43 women are 
seated in the republic’s first 
parliament of 914. In last April's 
important general elections, women 
voters outnumbered men and some 
Communist credited them with de- 
featingé Communism’s drive for 
majority political power. 


Gain in Scandinavia. 


Scandinavia’s record is_ less 
spectacular than some but it 
shows. a steady gain. Norway has 
eight women national lawmakers 
compared to one before the war. 
Sweden has 27 compared with a 
prewar 11, and women are in- 
cluded on every important Riks- 
dag committee. Denmark’s women 


legislators have nearly - trebled 
since 1939, and now total 23. 

In Belgium (where the only 
women allowed to vote are war 
widows and certain war-bereaved 
mothers), men voters have seated 
eight women in Parliament— 
double the number there before 
the war, Belgian women deputies 
have supported measures suppres- 
sing legalized prostitution, favor- 
ing credits for day nurseries and 
giving all women the vote. 


The Netherlands has one woman 
in the Senate and five in the 
House—about the same as the pre- 
war tally. However, the number 
of Dutch women in high official 
positions is increasing. 

The Spanish Cortes of Franco’s 
government has only two women 
—less than one third of the num- 
ber in the last days of the Repub- 
lic. Both hold office by virtue of 
being members of the National 
Council of the Falange and neither 
is active in legislative affairs. 

Northern Ireland has _ three 
women in its House of Commons, 
and Eire counts eight in the Dail. 
Neither Greece nor Switzerland 
seat women in Parliament. 


Rise in Official Posts. 


Worth noting is that the num- 
ber of women in high official po- 
sitions in Europe is increasing— 
though slowly. One.is director of 
the Dutch queen’s cabinet—an in- 
fluential post—and others have 
important advisory functions in 
the Dutch ministries of_ Foreign 
Affairs, Justice and Social Af- 
fairs. Britain has a woman as- 
sistant secretary in the Ministry 
of Health. Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark each have a woman 
minister, and France had one un- 
til recently. Poland has a woman 
hive Minister of National Educa- 

on. 


Behind the iron curtain, women 
are seated on the Jaw-making 
bodies of several countries, In- 
formation, however, ig lacking 
concerning how much real influ- 
ence they have. In one or two 


Russian satellite countries, women 
seem to have about as much voice 
as men. 


Of the 1339 deputies to the Su- 


preme Soviet of the U.S.S.R., 277 
are women, there is no wom- 
an on the Politburo, Communism’s 
real -making instrument, In 
the manian Parliament—wom- 
anless before World War II— 
there are now 35 women. 


Steers Czech 5-Year Pian. 


Czechoslovakia has 36 women 
deputies (two and a half times 
the prewar number). One has been 
given the tough task of steering 
the five-year plan through Pariia- 
ment. Czechoslovakian govern- 
ment heads concede the influence 
of women—especially in social. 
legislation. They put through one 
law that wipes bastardy off the 
books and provides that every 
child will have a legal name and. 
be legitimized through his mother. 


Twenty-four women are sedted 
in the Polish Parliament, which 
rubber stamps all decrees issued 
by the Communist-dominated State 
Executive Council. Most of them 
have committee assignments on 
art, culture, health, education, la- 
bor and social welfare. 

The Far East, where millions 
of women and men cannot read or 
write and many women still oc- 
cupy a low rung on the social lad- 
— also has its women legisla- 
ors. 


In Japan, where for centuries 
women walked behind their men, 
there are 26 women in the Diet of 
716. (This is 13 fewer than were 
elected in the first postwar elec- 
tion.) Some say their influence is 
slight. Others declare they dre 
quietly active and effective. 


oti ats active in either Bago ds 
The Philippine Congress. has 
women—both postwar gains. Two 
women members are seated in the 
Legislative Council of the Federa- 
tion of Malaya (wholly appoin- 
tive). Their influence has been 
somewhat throttled by Oriental 
tradition, but they are becoming 
more active. 

In Latin America, the political 
influence of women is almost nil. 
Uruguay has three women legis- 
lators, Cuba six. But no women 
are seated in the national iaw- 
making bodies of Argentina, Mexi- 
co or Paraguay.

Collegians Minus Any of 7 Traits. 
May Lose First Job, Study Shows 


42 Pct. of 1167 Graduate Trainees Fired, 
Called Children in One Way-or 
ther. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4 Why 


does the college-trained fre- 
quently fail at his first job? 

The answer—he is still a child 
in one way or another, because he 
lacks one or more of seven basic 
traits. 


That is the answer given by Dr. 
Robert N. McMurry based on a 
survey by his management firm 
which studied 1167 trainees direct- 
ly hired from college by 247 com- 


panies. 
He listed the seven traits as: 

The ability to stay long enough 
with a company to repay the in- 
vestment in training. 

The ability to accept responsi- 
bility. 

Perseverance, or the ability “to 
follow a path to the end,” even 
if the path is unfamiliar. 

Self-reliance. 

The quality of being agreeable 
to different groups and different 
persons. 

Identification of his personal 

with those of the firm. 

The ability to exercise author- 


who were trained at the expense 
of $2750 each for the first year, 
exclusive.of such items as super- 
vision and breakage. 

Of the whole group, only 58 per 
cent were judged suitable at the 
end of the first year. The others 
had left or had proved unsatisfac- 
tory and were discharged.

McMurry said, is “to keep clearly 
in mind the qualifications for the 
job, amd to use a patterned inter- 
view which permits the interview- 
er to explore all facets of the ap- 
plicant’s background. .

The conveyor belt moves relent- 
lessly from the moment the selec- 
tee comes through the Fort Dix 
gate. It moves more slowly per- 
haps, and it is cushioned with 
wads of top brass orders to make 
the recruit feel he’s a human be- 


ing. 

But it’s the same old military 
assembly line for the youngsters 
stumbling through one of life’s 
more bewildering experiences — 
the transition from a civilian to 


, a soldier world. 


I went through all this six years 
ago. I tried it for size again, a 
paunchy interloper among the lat- 
est peacetime citizens heeding the 
1948 call of their friends and 
neighbors. 

This time for me there was a 
basic, wonderful difference — I 


t; came out through the same door I 


went in, 

Being swept along the Fort Dix 
receiving line today is an expe- 
rience crowded with yesterday's 
memories. 

Recruit’s first day starts the 
night before. It begins with the 
awareness of tomorrow that 
makes sleep an elusive stranger. 
By 6 a.m. I was driving down to 
Fort Dix. There I was met by 
the public information officer, a 
friendly Major who assigned a 
helpful Lieutenant and Captain to 
see that I got on my way. It was 
a lovely Indian summer day. 

A Change in the Weather. 

(That paket morning was icy. 
After the goodbyes I waited for a 
plodding railroad train that must 
have escaped from the Smith- 
sonian Institution. After a ride on 
wooden benches that I hoped 
never would end, we finally 
reached Fort Dix. Then, for more 
than an hour we stood in wet 
snow before the Army decided it 
ere men.) 

irectly inside the post gate is 
the IR.P., also tl ae 1 the 
Initial Receiving Point. A Ser- 
geant read a prepared speech of 
welcome. In front of us were the 
first of many forms to be filled 
out. A Sergeant disguised with 
the title of Guide was assigned to 
our group. His first task was to 
escort us to hot coffee and dough- 
nuts. 

We progressed by bus to a pre- 
pack building and an issue of 
equipment for immediate needs— 
@ razor, soap, towels, etc., also a 
raincoat and a helmet liner, three 
blankets, etc., and a bed in a 
wooden barracks with central 
heating. 

The Other Time Was Different. 
(They must not have expected 
me the other time, because I was 
shunted to the very last tent in 
the last row to windward. There 
were six of us and not one knew 
how to operate the pot-bellied coal 
stove. So I slept in my clothes for 
six of the coldest days and nights 
ever recorded by man.) 

Dog tags were handed to the 
genuine recruits. I sat this one 
out. (The other time I was No. 
32759694.) 

I should make it clear here that 
I telescoped four days of process- 
ing into a few hours of one day. 
I listéned attentively to orienta- 
tion lectures on many subjects and 
heard the Articles of War again. 
Then came the educational films 
on Army life, including one of the 
dangers of consorting with the 
wrong type of female. It was done 
in good taste and appealed to our 
morals, our outlook on the fam- 
ily and the home. 

The Lectures Started Early. 
(Orientation lectures old stelle 
started at 5:30 a.m., given by a 
PFC who apparently learned the 
English language in a boiler fac- 
tory. We were herded into a 
theater to see movies. It turned 
out to be the same film we were 
to see again and again. It left 
nothing to the imagination and 
frightened even the _  strongest- 
stomached.) 

And now the Army’s most 
vaunted miracle occurred. We 
started, in underwear, through a 
labyrinth of wood-railed corridors. 
A myriad of things was handed us 
and shortly there we were — all 
dressed up in Army uniform with 
a heavy duffle bag on our backs. 
(I must confess the uniform fit 
and, anyway, I was pleased to get 
something on my bare skin.) 

Ae during the four days there 


Army can change these lectures 
and interviews. 

(We will not discuss my first 
Army meals.) 

As it must to all recruits, there 
came a trip to the medics and a 
physical examination. Then inoc- 
ulations, vaccinations, blood tests 
and all that. I had a stand-in for 
all this. 

(My memory is muddled at this 
point. I have a confused realiza- 
tion that as I blundered nakedly 
toward the clothing handouts, 
business-like fellows were jabbing 
my arms with needles. I guess 
it was necessary.) 

The processing period winds up 
with classification and friendly 
discussions with an interviewer 
and counselor on just what job 
the recruit wants and where he is 
best suited. 

You May Even Get Post You Fit. 

I’m told the chances of getting 
that-job aren’t foo slim these days. 
The recruit also gets a chance to 
study openly, instead of surrepti- 
tiously, his Form 20, the big yel- 
low card that tells his future 
through a series of holes around 
the edges. 

(My classification interviewer 
called me back. He forgot to ask 
if I could type.) 

At the end of every stop on the 
processing tour our guide saw to 
it we could ride back to our bar- 
racks in a bus. Trucks carried 
the duffle bags. 

(It was night and there were

Beautiful and historic old mis- 
sion churches built by the sturdy 
Franciscan Friars when New 


Mexico was New Spain and ante- 
dating the California missions a 
century anda h-’ will be among 
the major tourist attractions to 
New Mexico this winter. There 
are atill standing religious struc- 
tures built before Coronado had 
glimpsed the land that is today 
New Mexico. For more than three 
centuries the bright desert sun 
has shone on their walls of sun- 
baked adobe and native plaster 
smoothed to their flowing lines by 
time and the elements. For 300 
years their bells have rung out 
silvery notes calling the faithful 
within the recesses of their shad- 
owy chapels. During the Christ- 
mas holiday season church festi- 
vals draw thousands of tourists. 


Seen in the bright days and 
soft nights of the Painted Desert 
is the glowing white Church of 
Ranchos de Taos, which stands 
magnificently in solitude of vast 
horizons and distant peaks. The 
church was erected in 1772 and is 
distinguished by its unusual fan- 
like decorations and huge but- 
tresses. The Mission of San Mig- 
uel de Santa Fe is the oldest in 
the United States. Despite its 
modern facade, the remodeling of 
its tower, and the addition of 
stone buttresses to strengthen its 
ancient walls, the church is still 
eloquent of that colorful romantic 
period. The Mission of San An- 
tonio de Isleta is the earliest seat 
of Indian education and is located 
in the prosperous pueblo of Isleta, 
overshadowing the low one-storied 
adobe houses. The church is 
famed for its old Spanish style 
and elaborate decorations. 


The Mission of Zia Pueblo is 
one of the finest remaining ex- 
amples of the Franciscan mis- 
sions. This mission is located on 
the extreme northeastern corner 
of the pueblo of Zia and is sur- 
rounded by a primitive Indian 
village built atop a black lava 
mesa. The Mission of Santa Ana 
Pueblo is the living church of a 
dying pueblo, The church serves 
faithfully the remaining Indians 
who compose the fast-declining 
village.

New Orleans; city of good food 
and gaiety will again present its 
Mardi Gras celebration before the 
Lenten season begins. On this 
French version of Shrove Tuesday 
hotels and streets are crowded 
with spectators in costume.

New Orleans, called the Cres- 
cent City because it‘is located on 
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a crescent bend in the Mississippi 
River, was founded in 1718 by the 
Sieur de Bienville, a Frenchman. 
The French Quarter is the original 
city, its narrow streets named for 
historic personages. Nearly all the 
building in the “Vieux Carre” are 
from 90 to 200 years old. Much of 
the brick came from Spain. With 
the exception of minor repairs, 
nearly all are as they were orgi- 
nally constructed. The name 
French Quarter was given it by 
Americans after Louisiana was 
purchased from the French. Actu- 
ally it is Spanish in architecture 
and more Spanish than French is 
spoken, Balconies, iron grills, large | 
rooms and high ceilings, outside 
shutters and a number of beauti- 
ful courtyards are part of its 
charm, Jackson Square in the 
French Quarter, named after Gen- 
eral Jackson, is the civic center. 
Most of the city’s early business 
was transacted in or near the 
square, 

New Orleans abounds in French 
restaurants because early in the 
nineteenth century chefs of many 
French noblemen migrated to 
France’s colony to escape the Rev- 
olution. Their art has been handed 
down through the years. Visitors 
eat Bouillabaisse, remoulade 
sauce, crepes suzettes, and trout 
amandine, all considered - tops 
among Creole dishes.

One of the 
rules for floats in the Pasadena 
“Tournament of Roses” is that all 
flowers must be fresh—no arti- 
ficial blooms aré permitted, accord- 
ing to the area’s All-Year Club. 
Flowers flourish in the outdoors 
during the dry subtropical winter. 

Flowers are brought from out- 
door gardens by the armful and 
truckload, Communities compete 
to design the most colorful and 
most beautiful float, using roses, 
chrysanthemums, carnations and 
other beautiful blooms which are 
grown out of doors in the warm 
winter months. Some cities have 
special gardens in which they 
grow flowers for use on the floats. 
Visitors see mile after mile of 
blooming flowers along roadsides. 

More than 40 floats are expected 
to be entered in the parade, staged 
in the warm sunshine beneath the 
San Gabriel mountains, usually 
snow-capped during this time of 
year, Nearby are sun-basked des- 
erts and seashore resorts which 
furnish sharp scenic contrasts.

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Mechanization Makes Bumper

present population could not have harvested this year’s crop by 
methods in use a century ago. Less than two centuries past, it 
took 19 farmers to produce enough surplus in food and fiber to 
meet requirements of a single city dweller; now, on a national 
average, one farmer can produee enough for his own and five 
city families. 

To make the most of his new’ potentialities, the farmer has 
had to adapt himself, his techniques, his very way of life to 
necessities of the machine. He is working bigger acreages with 
less help, and, since a tractor doesn’t get tired, he often takes 
advantage of good weather and artificial lighting by staying in

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ITHIN a couple of decades after having 

penetrated the barbershop, women are 

consolidating their position in the mascu- 
line domain by taking up barbershop quartet 
singing. As evoked by the female voice, barber- 
shop harmony either is an agreeable simulation 
of male vocal effects or it is an unpardonable 
intrusion, depending upon the point of view. 

Many women now practicing this engaging 
panne are wives of members of the all-male 

ety for the Preservation and Encouragement 
of ——. Quartet Singing in America, In- 
Cc inding it impossible to remain on 
the sidelines, they organized Sweet Adelines, 
Incorporated, at Tulsa, Oklahoma, in 1945. There 
now are chapters in 17 cities.

Women barbershop singers take few liberties 
with tradition. Although they sometimes must 
transpose to bring lower register parts within 
range, they stick to male quartet terminology and 
designate the parts as tenor, lead, baritone and 
bass.

Almost all 

vacant spaces are in boxes of “diamond horseshoe,” the first tier of seats 

above orchestra (main floor), purchased season after season by socially 
prominent backers of the opera. 


ITH less than the usual histrionics on the house side of the footlights, 

but with opulent display up to traditional standard, the Metropolitan 

Opera opened its sixty-fourth season. The diamonds, the furs and the 

celebrities associated with opening nights were in evidence, but they weren't 
more than half the show this time. 

Those who came to see and hear opera witnessed a performance of 
“Otello” that critics termed outstanding. This selection, heavier than the 
usual first-night offering, was believed by Met veterans to have had a sober- 
ing effect. Director Edward Johnson had appealed to photographers to ignore 
antics of patrons who might try to make a sort of personal circus of opening 
night. But deportment was good. There were no head-stands in the lobby; . 
not one dowager put her foot on a table of the opera house bar. 

The opening gained dramatic quality from the fact that it almost didn't 

occur. Last summer, the Metropolitan Opera Association announced that a 
deadlock with 12 unions on wages had made it necessary to cancel the 1948- 
49 season. Its firing of 400 employes touched off widespread discussion of 
whether opera had a future in the United States. Billy Rose, night club im- 
presario, said the Met’s trouble was poor management. He outlined a de- 
tailed plan for improving its lighting, choreography and stagecraft, getting 
rid of ‘dirty costumes, poor scenery, dismal dancing.” 

Eleventh-hour dropping of pay demands put the opera back in business, 
left Rose’s proposal dangling. Still plaguing the association: A leftover 
deficit of $220,000. :

YRIAN cooking is essentially simple. Because of the 
character of the soil, the people of Syria subsist on a 
rather limited diet, consisting largely of vegetables, rice, 

milk and lamb. Syrian cooks have learned to combine these 
products with unusual seasonings and turn them into a variety 
of tasty dishes. , 

Saber Khouri, proprietor of the Mecca Restaurant on New 
York’s East Side, supervises the preparation of Syrian dishes 
and will occasionally make and serve a dish which he has 
suggested to his patrons. Safee’ha, a kind of open-face meat 
pie, is a dish which he ranks with the more widely known 
shish-kebab. 7 

To make safee’ha (accent on second syllable), Khouri 
prepares a plain yeast dough which incorporates oil or butter. 
While dough rises he carefully removes tendons, fat, and thin 
skin from shoulder or neck meat of lamb with a sharp knife. 
Meat is put through a food grinder. Sweet peppers are seeded 
and chopped with onion, parsley and fresh tomatoes. These 
ingredients are then mixed with ground lamb, tomato paste 
and pine nuts and all is seasoned with salt, pepper, paprika 
and lemon juice. 

Pieces are now pinched from risen dough, flattened with 
palms of hands and allowed to stand for five or 10 minutes. 
Then they are rolled thin, cut in large rounds and placed on 
an oiled tin. Dough rounds are spread with meat mixture, 

laced in a moderate oven (350 degrees) and baked until they 
Senta to brown. Pan is then moved nearer heat and meat is 
cooked about 10 minutes more.
